The  Senate  concurred  in  the  recommendation 
and  directed  that  it  be  forwarded  to  the  Governors  with  the  re- 
quest that  they  authorize  the  employment  of  external  examiners 
and  provide  for  their  remuneration. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  fee  for  the  remun- 
eration of  an  external  examiner  be  $25.00,  the  amount  of  the 
examination  fee  prescribed  for  each  candidate  for  a Doctor’s 
degree.  I would  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100.00  be  added  to 
the  appropriation  for  the  ’remuneration  of  examiners’  for  the 
Session  1942-43  and  thereafter  in  order  to  take  care  of  this 
additional  expenditure.

A meeting  of  the  Court  of  Discipline  was  held 

on  January  8th  at  which  the  Chairman  and  Dean  Young  were  present. 

Four  undergraduates  appeared  before  the  Court 
charged  with  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  regulations  respect- 
ing military  training  for  the  Session  1941-42  approved  by  the 

Governors  in  September,  1941. 

The  Court  submits  the  following  reports  and 
recommendations  regarding  these  students  for  the  approval  of  and 
confirmation  by  the  Governors:-  ^ ^ . ..  . 

McLeod.  M.  B..  Second  Year  Arts,  stated  that 

he  had  been  attending  no  academic  lectures  during  the  Michaelmas 
Term  except  a few  in  Religious  Knowledge,  and  had  paid  no  fees; 
that  he  was  aware  of  the  regulations  respecting  military  train- 
ing but  had  deliberately  not  complied  with  them. 

The  Court  recommends,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 4 of  the  regulations,  that  Mr.  McLeod  be  ordered  to  withdraw 

from  the  University.  _ . , _ , 

Gerhart.  T.  L.,  Fourth  Year  Applied  Science 

and  Engineering,  stated  to  the  Court  that  he  had  been  enrolled  in 
the  C.O.t.C.  for  three  Sessions,  from  1938  to  1941,  and  evidence 
was  produced  to  show  that  his  attendance  during  the  last  two 
Sessions  had  been  very  satisfactory;  that  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  Session  he  had  applied  for  transfer  to  the  Training 
Centre  Battalion  but  had  received  no  information  regarding  this 
transfer;  further,  that  he  has  been  promised  a commission  in  the 
Royal  Canadian  Corps  of  Signals  upon  graduation.

The  Court  recommends  that  he  be  required  to 
enrol  Immediately  in  the  C.O.T.C.  or  the  Training  Centre  Batta- 
lion  or  in  a reserve  unit  of  the  arir^,  and  to  attend  all  re- 
quired narades  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session;  that  if  he 
should  enrol  in  the  C.O.T.C.  or  the  T.C.3.  he  be  required  also 
to  attend  the  2 weeks  camp  after  the  close  of  the  Session. 

Robb.  W.  D. . First  Year  Dentistry,  stated 
to  the  Court  that  he  did  not  present  himself  for  registration 
until  October  6th,  and  that  his  registration  was  not  completed 
until  towards  the  end  of  October  (Registrar’s  Note:-  he  was 
formally  admitted  to  the  First  Year  on  October  16th) ; that 
about  the  middle  of  November  he  applied  for  enrolment  in  the 
Training  Centre  Battalion,  and  in  the  course  of  a week  or  so 
was  refused  permission  to  enrol;  further,  that  last  Session 
he  was  enrolled  in  the  University  of  Manitoba  C.O.T.C.  where  he 
comnleted  110  hours  of  training  and  2 weeks  at  camp

enrol  immediately  in  the  Training  Centre  Battalion,  and  to  at- 
tend all  required  parades  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session  and 
the  2 weeks  camp  held  after  the  close  of  the  Session. 

Whatley.  D,  E.,  Second  Year  Aerial  Naviga- 
tion, stated  to  the  Court  that  he  had  not  enrolled  in  the. Train- 
ing Centre  Battalion  as  he  expected  to  join  the  R.C.A.F.  imme- 
diately upon  the  completion  of  his  course  in  March;  that  he 
had  applied  for  enlistment  in  the  R.C.A.F.  last  April  (he  pro- 
duced a letter  from  the  R.C.A.F.  Recruiting  Officer  rejecting 
his  application  on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  available  for 
enlistment) . 

The  Court  recommends  that  he  be  required  to 
enrol  in  the  Training  Centre  Battalion  immediately,  and  attend 
all  the  required  parades  of  the  Battalion  for  the  remainder  of 
the  Session  and  the  2 weeks  camp.

We  have  a case  in  which  the  fence  on  the  west  side  of 
the  park  lands  of  the  City  on  Universitjr  Avenue  separates  the  seme 
from  adjoining  privately-owned  propertjr  on  Simcoe  Street  and  serves 
the  purpose  of  a division  line  fence.  A section  of  this  fencing 
was  recently  removed  without  our  consent,  in  consequence  of  which 
persons  may  now  pass  unhindered  from  Simcoe  Street  on  to  park  lands 
on  University  Avenue.

Insurance  Company  at  the  south-west  corner  of  Elm  Street  and  Univer- 
sity Avenue,  as  indicated  in  red  on  plan  herewith. 

May  I enquire  if  these  owners  have  acquired  from  the 
University  of  Toronto  the  right  of  access  to  University  Avenue.  If 
they  have  not,  I shall  be  glad  if  you  will  arrange  to  have  the  ne- 
cessary fence  erected  under  Paragraph  S of  the  agreement  between  the 
University  and  the  City  of  Toronto  dated  March  End,  1889.  This 
agreement,  as  you  are  of  course  aware,  is  published  as  a schedule 
to  a statute  passed  by  the  Ontario  Legislature  and  described  as  5£ 
Victoria,  Chapter  53.

The  Bursar  reported  that  no  right  of  access  had  ever  been 
granted  by  the  University  in  this  case  and  that  after  an  inspection  of 
the  property  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  fence  in  question  had  been 
removed  in  order  to  provide  seating  accommodation  on  the  occasion  of 
the  visit  of  Their  Majesties  the  King  and  Queen,  and  that  if  permission 
for  such  removal  had  been  given  by  the  City  it  would  appear  that  they 
had  an  obligation  to  replace  the  fence.  In  view  of  the  unusual  circum- 
stances of  the  case  the  Board  approved  of  the  Bursar’s  suggestion  that 
the  University  Solicitor  be  asked  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  City 
authorities,  after  consulting  with  Dr.  Gibson,  Chairman  of  the  Property 
Committee',  and  to  make  a report  thereon.

Your  Committee  therefore  begs  to  make  the  following  re-

living  expenses  be  made  to  students  specified  in  Dr. 
Ryerson's  report  of  December  23rd,  1941,  from  existing 
available  funds,  such  as  the  Students’  Administrative 
Council  and  the  Alumni  Federation. 

(b)  That  students  applying  for  loans  from  the  Students’

The  following  report  from  Dr.  C.  D.  Gossage  in 
connection  with  the  Department  of  Health  Service  for  Men  was  presented, 
and  the  Secretary*-  was  directed  to  transmit  a copy  to  each  member  of 
the  Board  for  his  informat  ion: -

Dear  Sir.  ^ have  the  honour  to  report  that  on  the  14th  of  October, 
1941,  I assumed  the  duties  of  Director  of  the  University  of  _oronto 

Jealth  Service-Men.^  ^ part-time  physicians  was  immediately  enlist- 
ed and  the  examination  of  the  students  of  the  First  and  Second  Years 
carried  on  by  appointment  at  Hart  House. 

The  renovating,  cleaning  and  redecorating,  the  furnishing 
and  equipping  of  the  ground  floor  at  43  St.  George  Street  was  pressed 
forward  and  finally  the  Health  Service  occupied  these  new  quarters  on 

the  3rd  of  November,  1941.  , ..  ' 

With  the  occupation  of  these  enlarged  offices,  a further 
9 examining  physicians  were  retained  on  a part-time  basis,  so  that 
together  with  the  4 staff  physicians  it  was  possible  to  obtain  22 
physician  hours  per  day.  All  examinations  were  by  appointment.  The 
student  was  undressed  and  clothed  only  in  a gown  and  paper  slippers; 
the  preliminary  height,  weight,  chest  measurement ,. vision  test,  etc., 
were  all  done  and  recorded  prior  to  the  student  being  seen  by  the. 
doctor.  He  then  had  a minimum  of  20  minutes  alone . in  the  consulting 
room  with  his  examining  physician.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  examina- 
tion, he  was  told  the  general  state  of  his  health,  given  any  advice 
arising  out  of  the  examination  and  was  asked  whether  he  had  any  ques- 
tions to  ask,  and  these  were  answered.  If  he  had  any  condition  re- 
quiring attention  he  was  referred  to  his  own  doctor,  and  a covering 


letter  written.  , ^ , 

An  average  of  60  examinations  were  done  per  day.  Through 
the  co-operation  of  the  District  Medical  Officer,  the  University 
Training  Centre  Battalion,  numbering  1700,  were  given  their  military 
examination  at  the  same  time  as  their  University  examination.  The 
remuneration  for  this  service,  amounting  to  approximately  $900.00 
will  be  paid  in  to  the  Bursar  in  due  time,  and  will  defray  some  of 
the  cost  of  the  examining  physicians.  This  combining  of  the  two. ex- 
aminations has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  students  and  has  avoided 
unnecessary  duplication  at  a time  when  professional  services  are  at 
a premium/  It  might  well  be  extended  next  year  to  the  C.O.T.C. 

With  the  exception  of  M stragglers" , the  examinations  are 
now  complete  and  the  staff  of  examining  physicians  has  been  disbanded. 
The  staff  physicians  will  be  able  to  complete  the  remaining  examina- 
tions along  with  their  routine  work. 

Negotiations  have  been  opened  with  the  District  Medical 
Officer  and  Officers  Commanding  the  C.O.T.C.  and  the  University  Train- 
ing Centre  Battalion  to  have  the  Director  of  the  University  Health 
Service  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  these  Units  - his  pay  as  such  to 
defray  the  cost  of  the  Service. 

An  Advisory  Committee  to  the  University  Health  Service  - 


Men  has  been  appointed. 

Plans  have  been  laid  and  approved  by  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee and  Board  of  Governors,  and  the  money  granted  for  a Tuberculosis 
Survey  within  the  student  body. 

Plans  are  ready  for  the  institution  of  a Medical  Service 
for  the  student  who  is  unable  to  afford  a private  physician.  This 
has  been  approved  in  principle  bjr  the  Board  of  Governors  but  not  as 
yet  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

Plans  for  an  Infirmary  Service  are  under  consideration. 

A course  of  4 lectures  on  'Preservation  and  Promotion 
of  Health*  has  been  drawn  up  and  will  be  instituted  early  in  the 
Easter  Term. 

A physician  to  take  on  the  duties  of  Director  of  Univer- 
sity Health  Service  has  been  found  in  the  person  of  Lt.-Col.  Ian. 
Urquhart  and  negotiations  initiated  for  his  release  from  his  mili- 
tary duties.  All  matters  pertaining  to  the  Health  Service,  of  which 
I have  knowledge,  have  been  imparted  to  him  and  all  documents  and 
books  as  well  as  equipment  have  been  taken  over  by  him  as  of  this 
date .

T.  H.  Hogg,  Chairman  of  the  Hydro-Electric  Power  Commission  of  Ontario, 
offering  on  behalf  of  the  Commission  the  sum  of  $10,000  for  the  endow- 
ment of  "The  H.  W.  Price  Research  Fellowship  in  Electrical  Engineering"

Some  years  ago,  as  you  may  know,  Professor  H.  W. 

Price,  of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto,  made  exhaustive  enquiries  into  the  problem  of  the 
control  of  frequency  of  an  electric  power  system. 

Having  mastered  the  theoretical  elements  of  the 
problem  as  well  as  its  many  practical  aspects,  Professor  Price 
undertook  the  design  of  equipment  suitable  for  the  automatic  regu- 
lation of  frequency.  When  completed,  he  offered  the  use  of  these 
designs  to  this  Commission  without  cost  if  the  Commission  would 
build  the  regulator  and  give  it  a practical  service  trial. 

The  Commission  accepted  this  offer,  and  in  its 
own  shops  constructed  the  equipment  in  accordance  with  the  designs 
and  specifications.  The  regulator  was  placed  in  operation  in 
October,  1934,  and  from  the  moment  it  first  went  into  service  it 
proved  to  be  thoroughly  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

Mr.  C.  Kent  Duff,  as  Research  Assistant  provided 
through  the  School  of  Engineering  Research,  took  part  in  the  design 
of  the  regulator  and  associated  equipment  under  the  direction  of 
Professor  Price.  Acting  directly  for  the  Commission,  he  also  su- 
pervised its  construction  and  installation,  About  this  time  the 
School  of  Engineering  Research  had  been  compelled  to  contract  its 
activities,  so,  when  this  work  was  done,  the  Commission,  with  the 
approval  of  Professor  Price,  was  pleased  to  offer  Mr.  Duff  a posi- 
tion on  its  regular  staff.  This  position,  augmented  in  scope  and 
responsibility  from  time  to  time,  he  has  filled  capably  ever  since. 

The  Commission  is  indebted  to  the  University  for 
Professor  Price’s  valuable  contribution  and  would  like  to  recog- 
nize his  work  in  some  tangible  way.  It  appeared  to  the  Commission 
that  this  could  best  be  done  by  the  endowment  of  a fellowship  to 
be  known  as  "The  H.  W.  Price  Research  Fellowship  in  Electrical 
Engineering’ , to  be  devoted  to  investigations  in  the  electrical 
field,  and  to  be  awarded  from  time  to  time  to  a graduate  student 
or  students  under  terms  and  conditions  to  be  determined  by  Profes- 
sor H.  W.  Price  and  the  School  of  Engineering  Research.

With  this  object  in  mind,  the  Commission  has  ap- 
propriated the  capital  sum  of  $10,000.00  which  it  is  pleased  to 
offer  to  the  University  as  a recognition  of  services  rendered  in 
development  of  the  Automatic  Frequency  Regulator  now  used  by  the 
Commission  and  for  the  right  to  construct  and  use  this  equipment 
for  its  own  systems. 

This  offer  is  made  on  the  understanding  that  the 
capital  sum  will  be  held  in  trust  and  administered  by  the  Univer- 
sity, and  that  the  income  therefrom  will  be  awarded  from  time  to 
time  as  recommended  to  the  President  of  the  University  by  the 
School  of  Engineering  Research,  or,  failing  that,  by  the  Department 
of  Electrical  Engineering,  under  the  terms  and  conditions  already 
referred  to  regarding  this  Fellowship.

fective completion  had  not  the  other  members  of  the  School  of  En- 
gineering Research  voluntarily  withheld  requests  for  research  funds 
for  their  own  work  in  order  that  the  whole  grant  might  be  made 
available  for  his  work.  Professor  Price  has  repeatedly  made  grate- 
ful acknowledgment  of  the  very  generous  treatment  that  he  has  re- 
ceived from  that  body.

The  Board  referred  the  academic  details  to  the 
Senate  for  settlement,  and  directed  the  Secretary  to  advise  Dr.  Hogg 
that  they  accepted  with  grateful  thanks  the  Commission’s  generous  offer 
and  appreciated  the  high  tribute  paid  not  only  to  Professor  Price  but 
also  to  the  School  of  Engineering  Research  at  the  University.  The  Sec- 
retary was  also  instructed  to  extend  the  Board’s  sincere  congratulations 
to  Professor  Price. 


The  President  also  presented  a letter  from  the 
Maple  Leaf  Fund,  Inc.,  of  New  York,  transmitting  a cheque  for  $2,000  to 
be  applied  towards  the  needs  of  evacuated  children  from  Britain  and 
stating  that  they  would  not  be  able  to  put  any  further  contributions  at 
the  disposal  of  the  University  unless  the  original  donor,  or  someone 
else,  should  make  a special  donation  to  the  Fund  for  the  purposes  speci- 
fied. In  accepting  this  additional  donation  with  sincere  thanks  the 
Board  directed  that  the  money  be  paid  over  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
Women’s  War  Service  Committee  to  be  used  for  the  work  which  they  are 
doing  in  this  connection.

Also  from  Professor  E.  F.  Burton  stating  that  the  Estate  of  the 
late  Professor  McTaggart  had  offered  to  the  Department  of  Physics  some 
300  scientific  books  from  the  deceased’s  library.  These  gifts  were 
accepted  by  the  Board  with  grateful  thanks  and  appreciation. 

From  the  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Association  stating  that  with 
the  organization  of  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  consider- 
able misunderstandings  arise  in  connection  with  it  and  the  physical 
training  required  by  the  Board  of  all  men  students  of  the  First  and  Sec- 
ond Years  of  their  course,  which  in  latter  years  has  been  referred  to  as 
Physical  Education.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  President,  there- 
fore, the  following  requests  of  the  Athletic  Directorate  were  granted :- 

(1)  That  the  term  "Physical  Education”  be  applied  only  to  the 
School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education.

The  Bursar  reported  that  in  view  of  the  increasing 
arrears  of  ground  rent  in  connection  with  the  University's  property  oc- 
cupied by  A.  D.  Fisken  & Company  at  23  Scott  Street,  the  University  Sol- 
icitor felt  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  University,  and  he  had  therefore  obtained  the  following  report  from 
the  Chartered  Trust  and  Executor  Company: - 


”1  am  returning  herewith  the  analysis  of  the  operation, 
which  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  on  July  16,  1937. 

I have  read  the  report  and  also  looked  over  the  build- 
ing to-day.  The  building  appears  to  be  very  rundown,  both  inside 
and  on  the  outside,  and  it  is  unattractive  to  prospective  tenants. 

I presume  that  the  majority  of  tenants  now  in  the  building  have 
been  there  for  a good  number  of  years.  The  location  is  not  a good 
one  from  the  rental  standpoint,  but  it  would  certainly  be  helped 
by  cleaning  up  and  making  the  space  more  attractive. 

From  the  report  it  would  appear  that  money  is  being 
paid  to  the  Canada  Life  prior  to  the  obligation  to  the  University 
which  should  be  first. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  a proper  analysis  of  the  situa- 
tion without  getting  an  auditor’s  statement  on  the  present  operat- 
ing picture. 

I understand  that  the  Board  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
present  set-up,  and  I think  their  position  would  be  considerably 
better  if  they  had  control  of  the  revenue  and  expenditures.  If 
they  would  like  us  to  take  over  the  management,  to  accomplish  this, 
we  would  be  glad  to  do  so,  and  would  assure  then  of  our  active  in- 
terest in  getting  the  best  possible  net  revenue.  Our  charge  for 
management  would  be  5$  on  the  amoqnt  of  rents  collected,  and,  in 
addition  to  this,  we  would  charge  for  leasing  to  new  tenants,  the

tariff  rate  of  leasing  commission  which  is  5^  on  the  amount  of 
one  year’s  rental  for  leases  of  one  year  or  less,  and  2%  on  the 
balance  of  the  term,  for  leases  of  longer  duration.  For  arrang- 
ing renewal  leases  our  charge  is  half  of  the  regular  leasing

The  President  presented  an  interim  report  in  con- 
nection with  the  possible  limitation  of  the  number  of  First  Year  stud- 
ents to  be  admitted  to  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  as  outlined  in  the  fol 
lowing  letter  from  Dr.  Ryerson:- 


"The  Hon.  and  Rev.  H.  J.  Cody, 
President , 

University  of  Toronto. 


Dear  Dr.  Cody:- 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  on  Friday,  February  6,  1942,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  :- 

’The  number  of  students  admitted  to  the  First  Year  of 
the  medical  course  in  September,  1941,  was  210.  It  is  the  con- 
sidered opinion  of  the  Faculty  that  the  number  of  students  who 
can  be  provided  with  a sound  medical  training  in  the  clinical 
years  should  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  100.  The  number  of  stud- 
ents admitted  to  the  medical  course  in  the  other  Universities 
in  Canada  is  limited  as  follows:-  McGill  University,  75; 

Queen’s  University,  40;  University  of  Western  Ontario,  25;  Un- 
iversity of  Manitoba,  50;  University  of  Saskatchewan  (to  pre- 
clinical  years)  24;  Dalhousie  - ’the  number  of  those  admitted 
in  any  one  year  is  limited’;  University  of  Alberta- ’there  is 
a quota  at  the  time  of  entrance  to  the  first  professional  year 
in  Medicine.”’ 

The  Faculty  considers  that  the  facilities  avail- 
able in  this  University  and  its  teaching  hospitals  are  such  that 
an  effective  education  in  Medicine  cannot  be  given  to  such  a large 
number  of  students  as  were  admitted  this  year.  In  order  to  pre- 
vent such  an  excessive  number  being  admitted  to  the  Medical  Course 
of  the  University  in  the  future,  the  Faculty  begs  to  recommend  that 
the  Board  of  Governors  introduce  a regulation  limiting  the  number 
of  students  to  be  admitted  to  the  First  Year  in  Medicine  to  125.

the  property  at  No.  £3  Scott  Street  are  paid  to  the  University, 
irrespective  of  what  other  commitments  have  been  made  by  him,  a 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be  submitted  to  the  Uni- 
versity every  six  months. 


The  President  reported  that  the  Senate  had  discussed  the  ques- 
tion of  the  limitation  of  First  Year  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Medi- 
cine. In  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  the  Board  might  at  its  discretion 
limit  the  number  of  entrants  to  the  Faculty  on  the  ground  of  lack  of 
laboratory  and  clinical  facilities;  but  the  Faculty  should  present  to 
the  Senate  a statement  of  its  proposed  method  of  choosing  students  for 
entrance,  in  order  that  such  method  should  be  discussed  and  approved  by 
the  Senate. 


The  President  also  reported  that  the  details  in  connection  with 
the  ”H.  W.  Price  Research  Fellowship  in  Electrical  Engineering"  were 
being  prepared  by  Dean  Young  and  Dr.  Hogg  of  the  Hydro-Electric  Power 
Commission. 


There  was  read  a letter  from  Professor  A.  F.  W.  Plumptre  ex- 
pressing thanks  for  the  generous  treatment  accorded  him  by  the  Board  in 
connection  with  his  leave  of  absence  to  enable  him  to  go  to  the  Canadian 
Legation  at  Washington  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 


There  was  also  read  a letter  from  Professor  Donald  MacGregor  of 
the  Department  of  Political  Economy  conveying  his  appreciation  of  the 
wartime  bonus  granted  to  members  of  the  staff.

ject,  but  giving  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Court  would  hold  that  under 
the  terms  of  Mr.  Robertson’s  Will  the  Succession  Duties  on  the  gift  to 
Mrs.  Robertson  would  have  to  be  deducted  from  the  gift  and  not  from  the 
general  Estate,  which  would  amount  in  the  University’s  case  to  approxim- 
ately $2 , 500 . After  discussing  this  matter  it  was  suggested  that  the

ing,  and  that  the  Bursar  secure  a copy  of  the  Will  of  Mr.  Robertson  for 
the  Chancellor’s  information.

’’The  Property  Committee  begs  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Governors:- 

1.  A.  J.  Maycock,  Caretaker  of  the  Household  Science  Build- 
ing, reached  the  age  of  70  years  on  November  13th,  1941,  and  in  the 
normal  course  he  would  be  retired  on  pension  as  of  June  30th  next. 

As  the  Superintendent  reports  him  to  be  still  capable  of  giving 
good  service,  and  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable 
emplovees  on  account  of  the  war,  it  is  recommended  that  Maycock »s 
appointment  be  continued  for  one  year  to  June  30th,  1943.

343,250.,  and  expenditure  charged  against  this  income  as  $25,050 . , 
leaving  an  over-all  favourable  balance  of  $78,200  estimated  for 
transfer  to  Reserve  during  the  12  months  concerned.  This  balance 
would  represent  a margin  of  10#  of  the  sales  figure. 

It  will  be  appreciated,  of  course,  that  all  the  above 
figures  represent  simply  the  best  guesses  which  we  can  make  at  the 
■present  time.  If  revenue  should  prove  to  be  materially  less  than 
is  now  estimated,  expenditure  can  and  will  be  reduced.  On  the 
other  hand,  if,  as  during  the  current  financial  year,  there  should 
be  an  increase  in  sales  which  could  not  be  estimated  in  advance, 
then  it  will  be  necessary  for  expenditure  to  be  increased  in  order 
that  the  essential  research  and  production  activities  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories  be  maintained.  In  these  circumstances  your 
Committee  naturally  feels  that  it  should  continue  to  have  discre- 
tionary power  to  make  expenditure  conformable  to  developments  dur- 
ing the  vear.  , __  . , 

“ A similar  situation  exists  as  regards  salaries.  Here  it 
will  be  noted  from  page  14  of  the  attached  main  list  of  salaries 
that  the  estimated  total  of  these  is  $348,457  as  compared  with  a 
corresponding  figure  of  $308,781  last  year.  It  will  also  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  present  figure  relates  to  312  persons,  whereas 
last  year’s  related  to  283  - an  average  of  $1,117  this  year  as 
compared  with  $1,091  last  year.  Here  again  it  will  be  necessary 
f or ^ some  changes  to  be  made  during  the  year,  in  that  from  time  to 
time  either  a smaller  or  more  likely  a larger  number  of  employees 
will  be  needed  for  the  work  of  the  Laboratories,  and  from  time  to 
time  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  employees  who  resign  or  enter 
naval,  military  or  air-force  service.  In  connection  with  such 
changes  your  Committee  will  continue  to  need  discretionary  power 
to  make  such  adjustments  as  may  be  required,  all  conforming  to  the 
spirit  of  governmental  policies  relating  to  wages  and  salaries. 

With  all  the  above  in  mind,  your  Committee  has  to  request

1.  That  the  statement  of  estimated  revenue  and  expendi- 
ture, including  salaries,  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  for  the 
financial  year  from  April,  1942,  to  March,  1943,  as  submitted 
this  day,  be  and  it  is  hereby  approved.

That  leave  of  absence  on  full  salary  for  the  Easter  Term  of  the 
Session  1942-43  be  granted  to  Professor  A.  S.  P.  Woodhouse  of  the  De- 
partment of  English,  in  order  to  permit  him  to  complete  a study  of  Mil- 
ton  in  connection  with  which  he  has  been  granted  a Guggenheim  Fellow- 
ship.

That  a Summer  Course  in  Radio  Technique  be  authorized  in  the 
Department  of  University  Extension  and  Publicity  for  sixteen  weeks 
commencing  May  26th.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  100  students 
taking  the  course  at  a fee  of  $100  per  student,  of  which  $25  must  be 
paid  before  admission  to  lectures.  Research  Enterprises  Limited  have 
undertaken  to  place  the  successful  candidates  at  the  first  examination 
in  June  (of  whom  it  is  estimated  there  will  be  80)  on  their  pay  roll 
for  the  remaining  12  weeks  of  the  course  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  week 
for  each  student,  sending  a cheque  for  the  total  amount  to  the  Univer- 
sity. As  each  student  will  have  paid  $25  of  his  $100  fee,  the  Univer- 
sity will  keep  $75  each  out  of  the  cheque  from  Research  Enterprises 
Limited  and  pay  $45  to  each  student. 

That  William  T.  Beatty,  Third  Year  Dentistry  student,  be  granted  j 
the  sum  of  $80  from  the  University  Bursary  Fund  in  the  hope  that  the 
amount  will  later  be  repaid  by  him. 


That  the  promissory  note  given  by  Miss  Desiree  Ward,  Second

That  an  additional  appropriation  of  $6,000  be  granted  in  the 
University  Press  for  the  purchase  of  Microscopes,  payments  to  be  made 
from  the  Press  Operating  Account  of  this  year.  In  this  connection  the 
Manager  of  the  Press  informed  the  President  that  the  Medical  Faculty  had 
been  considering  whether  or  not  it  would  be  a good  policy  for  the  Univer- 
sity to  purchase  a stock  of  these  microscopes  and  keep  them  on  hand  for 
the  duration  of  the  war,  renting  them  at  a nominal  charge  to  the  stud- 
ents; and  while  the  Board  approved  of  this  suggestion  the  details  of 
such  a plan  are  first  to  be  submitted  to  them.

(a)  There  is  no  official  confirmation  as  yet  that  Hart  House  will 

be  serving  meals  to  men  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  taking 
the  course  for  radio  technicians  during  the  summer  of  1942  or 
in  the  year  1942-43,  as  was  the  case  during  the  year  1941-42. 
Note:  If  meals  are  served  to  this  group  during  the  summer  of 

1942  it  is  estimated  that  the  Operating  Loss  would  be 
reduced  to  $900. 

(b)  If  the  Cost  of  Living  Bonus  is  paid  to  employees  of  Hart  House 
during  1942-43  it  will  amount  to  approximate^  $5,100.  If  the 
Cost  of  Living  Bonus  is  not  paid  it  is  estimated  that  the  pro- 
fit would  be  $2,200  or  $4,200  depending  on  whether  meals  are 
served  during  the  summer  to  the  Air  Force. 

(c)  The  Operating  Profit  for  the  financial  year  1941-42  is  estimated 
at  $11,800.  The  disposition  of  this  profit  at  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  shall  have  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors

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There  was  brought  up  for  discussion  the  question 
of  administration  costs  now  assumed  by  the  University  on  behalf  of  the 
various  separate  units,  societies,  etc.  This  matter  was  referred  to 
the  Finance  Committee  for  consideration. 

In  connection  with  the  institution  of  a wartime 
bonus  to  the  employees  of  the  University,  the  Chairman  reported  that 
after  being  assured  by  the  Minister  of  Education  that  $100,000  would  be 
placed  in  this  year’s  Government  Estimates  to  cover  this  payment  he  had 
later  been  informed  that  the  Government  was  not  prepared  to  provide  for 
the  same.  After  discussing  the  matter  at  length  it  was  decided  to  defer 
further  consideration  of  it  to  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  to  be 
held  on  Monday,  March  30,  at  which  also  the  unfinished  business  of  this 
meeting  would  be  transacted.

1.  Your  Committee  has  considered  the  Estimates  of  the 
Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music  for  the  year  1942-43,  which  were 
referred  to  it,  and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Morrow  it  is  recommended 
that  approval  be  given  to  the  same  on  condition  that  the  amount 
included  in  the  University  Estimates  as  a Special  Grant  to  the 
Conservatory  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  *>12 » 000. 

2.  The  Bursar  has  informed  your  Committee  that  he  has 
received  a cheque  from  Hart  House  for  $9,000  with  the  request 
that  it  be  applied  on  account  of  their  accrued  liability  of 
$14,300  in  connection  with  the  University  Pension  Fund.  This 
being  the  first  amount  received  on  behalf  of  any  unit  included 
in  the  fund,  your  Committee  recommends  approval  of  such  action. 

3 An  immense  amount  of  detail  work  in  the  Bursar’s 
Office  is  involved  in  the  handling  of  the  Unemployment  Insur- 
ance, especially  in  regard  to  the  Government  stamps  required 
under  the  regulations,  which  are  now  being  affixed  by  hand  to 
each  individual  book.  As  it  is  felt  that  considerable  saving 
in  time  and  money  can  be  effected  by  the  purchase  of  an  Unem- 
plovment  Insurance  Meter  Machine,  your  Committee  recommends, 
upon  motion  of  Dr.  Macdonald,  seconded  by  Mr.  Morrow,  that  such

4 Your  Committee  has  also  given  consideration  to  the  in- 

stallation in  the  Bursar’s  Office  of  certain  bookkeeping  machines. 
The  Bursar  states  that  after  visiting  other  institutions  to  make  a 
survev  of  the  various  equipment  in  use  he  learned  that  the  machine 
most  penerally  favoured,  which  handles  budgetary  accounting  and 
appropriations,  would  cost  approximately  #2,600.00,  including  the 
necessary  equipment  and  stationery.  Before  making  a definit  - 
commendation  in  this  connection  your  Committee  is  endeavouring  to 
obtain  an  estimate  of  the  time  which  would  be  saved  if  such  equip- 
ment were  purchased,  and  also  the  cost  entailed  in  the  installa- 
tion of  an  additional  number  of  these  machines  should  they  be  re- 


^ 5.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  a special  bank  account 

be  opened,  against  which  only  cheques  for  salaries  and  wages  would 
be  drawn.  Such  cheques  to  be  of  different  design  from  those  or- 
dinarily issued  by  the  University  and  to  clearly  indicate  the  bank 
account  against  which  they  are  to  be  charged. 

No  overdrafts  are  to  be  permitted  in  this  account,  and 
for  further  protection  the  Bursar  will  from  time  to  time  make  de- 
posits limited  in  amount  to  the  approximate  sum  required  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  and  wages. 

Two  signatures  are  to  be  affixed  to  each  cheque,  and 
vour  Committee  further  recommends  that  four  persons  in  the  Bursar’s 
Office  be  authorized  to  sign  such  cheques  (any  two  of  them  to  sign) 
and  that  such  signing  officers  be  bonded  in  the  sum  of  #25,000  each.

The  Board  authorized  the  Bursar  to  consult  with  the  University  Solicitor, 
or  in  his  absence  Mr.  Kelley  of  the  same  firm,  in  order  that  the  Univer- 
sity’s interests  might  be  protected,  and  instructed  the  Bursar  to  obtain 
copies  of  the  amended  Act  for  the  information  of  the  Board  when  the  same 
has  been  completed. 

The  discussion  was  resumed  regarding  the  wartime 
bonus  now  being  paid  and  the  University’s  financial  position  in  connec- 
tion with  the  same.  Authority  was  given  to  the  Chairman  to  write  to  the 
Minister  of  Education,  after  consulting  with  certain  members  of  the  Board, 
explaining  that  the  bonus  in  all  probability  will  have  caused  at  June  30, 
1942,  an  over-expenditure  of  approximately  $50,000;  and  that  as  the  Uni- 
versity is  making  every  effort  this  year  to  balance  the  expenditure  with 
the  revenue,  the  Board  desire  to  know  if  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Government 
that  we  repudiate  our  undertaking  to  the  junior  members  of  our  staff. 

Regarding  the  above  representation  to  be  made  to  the 
Government,  the  Chancellor  presented  a form  of  resolution,  consideration 
of  which  was  deferred  until  the  Estimates  for  1942-43  are  prepared  and 
ready  for  presentation  to  the  Government. 

The  Chairman  presented  two  letters  from  Colonel  E. 

H.  Deacon  tendering  his  resignation  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music.  The  Board  expressed  appreciation 
of  Colonel  Deacon’s  valuable  services  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of 
the  Conservatory,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  with 
him  and  request  that  he  allow  his  letter  of  resignation  to  remain  until 
October  when  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conservatory  Board  would  be  held. 
It  was  understood  that  in  the  meantime  Mr.  Chalmers  had  very  kindly  con- 
sented to  carry  on.

ceiving  his  degree  in  1884.  He  read  law  in  the  famous  firm  of  Blake, 
Lash  and  Cassels,  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  this  city.  He 
combined  legal  practice  with  legal  teaching,  first  in  the  Law  School 
at  Osgoode  Hall  and  then  for  many  years  as  Professor  of  Constitution- 
al and  International  Law  in  this  University.  He  was  a lucid  instruc- 
tor and  an  encourager  of  his  students,  a friend  as  well  as  a teacher. 
He  later  returned  to  private  practice,  till  in  1928  he  was  appointed 
Official  Guardian  for  the  Province.  The  duties  of  this  office  ^ere 
thoroughlv  congenial  to  him  and  were  discharged  with  sympathy  as  well 
as  with  efficiency.  His  knowledge  of  University  problems  and  his  wid< 
legal  experience  made  him  a useful  member  of  this  Board.  He  will  e 
long  remembered  as  a fine  public-spirited  citizen,  a learned  jurist, 

and  a genial  and  loyal  friend.  , a . „ , .

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  con- 
firmed. 

Arising  out  of  the  minutes  the  following  matters 

were  dealt  with:- 

The  Chairman  read  the  following  letter  which  he  had  addressed 
to  the  Minister  of  Education  in  connection  with  the  wartime  bonus: - 

’’The  Honourable  Dr.  Duncan  McArthur, 

Minister  of  Education, 

Province  of  Ontario, 

Toronto. 

My  dear  Dr.  McArthur:-  . ^ ^ _ , - 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  of 

Governors , held  on  Monday,  March  30th,  the  whole  question  of 
Wartime  Cost  of  Living  Bonus  and  our  relationship  thereto,  was 
discussed  at  length,  following  my  announcement  to  the  Board  that 
you  had  informed  me  that  the  $100,000.00  would  not  be  included 
in  the  Estimates  and  that  there  would  be  no  additional  amount 
voted  to  the  University  during  the  coming  year.  It  was  finally 
agreed  that  to  clarify  the  situation  I should  write  you  setting 
forth,  as  I remember  them,  the  various  steps  in  the  negotiations 
between  yourself  and  myself,  that  led  up  to  our  posting  a notice 
that  a Wartime  Cost  of  Living  Bonus  would  be  paid  to  the  junior 
members  of  our  staff  and  the  tradesmen  we  employ. 

The  facts  as  I remember  them  are  as  fol- 
lows: - 

Early  in  January,  on  behalf  of  the  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  I presented  to  the  Department  of  Education, 
through  the  Deputy  Minister,  two  alternative  plans  providing  for 
a cost  of  living  bonus  to  be  paid  to  University  employees  receiv- 
ing less  than  $3,000.00  per  annum,  with  the  information  that  the 
Board  desired  the  approval  of  the  Government  before  putting  either 
plan  into  operation.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  putting  into 
effect  of  the  lesser  scheme  would  mean  an  additional  expenditure 
of  $100,000.00  a year,  not  provided  for  in  our  present  Estimates. 

As  every  effort  was  being  made  to  balance  our  budget  in  accord- 
ance with  Mr.  Hepburn’s  wish  we  felt  that  the  Government  should 
be  informed  of  the  situation  before  definite  action  was  taken. 

Later  you  were  good  enough  to  ask  me  to  come  to  see  you 
and  we  discussed  this  matter.  At  this  interview  you  stated  that 
the  lesser  scheme  was  the  one  to  be  considered  and  that  you  would 
take  it  up  with  the  Deputy  Treasurer.  Later  you  informed  me  that 
the  Deputy  Treasurer  had  agreed  that  $100,000.00  would  be  placed 
in  this  year’s  Government  Estimates  for  the  purpose  of  the  cost 
of  living  bonus. 

On  February  12th  I so  reported  to  the  Board.  Not  wish- 
ing to  delay  action  longer  than  necessary,  since  the  unrest  among 
our  lower  paid  staff  was  increasing,  the  Board  then,  acting  in 
good  faith,  issued  the  matter,  granting  the  bonus  as  at  February 
1st  of  this  year  to  continue  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  this  year  to  make  our  expendi- 
ture balance  with  our  revenue.  The  bonus  in  all  probability  will 
have  caused  at  June  30th  of  this  year  an  over-expenditure  of  ap- 
proximately $50,000.00. 

In  substance,  the  above  was  my  statement  to  the  Board, 
and  if  in  your  opinion  anything  of  material  importance  has  been 
omitted,  will  you  please  be  good  enough  to  advise  at  your  early 
convenience . 

Finally,  the  Board  is  anxious  to  be  formally  advised 
whether  or  not  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Government  that  we  now  re- 
pudiate our  undertaking  to  pay,  on  and  after  February  1st  last, 
a cost  of  living  bonus  to  our  junior  staff  members  and  the  trades- 
men ordinarily  employed.

In  response  to  the  Board request  to  be  informed  by  the  Medical 
Faculty  of  the  proposed  method  to  be  adopted  in  connection  with  the  limi- 
tation of  First  Year  students,  the  Bursar  presented  the  following  recom- 
mendations of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  transmitted  to  him 
by  Dr.  Ryerson:- 


”The  Faculty  begs  to  recommend  that  there  be  appointed  a Com- 
mittee on  Admissions  of  the  Faculty  Council,  with  the  Registrar 
of  the  University  as  an  ex-officio  member. 

That  in  the  consideration  of  the  applications  of  students 
for  admission  to  the  First  Year,  the  criteria  that  the  Committee 
will  take  into  consideration  be  the  following: - 

(a)  Matriculation  record. 

An  applicant  from  a rural  district  where  facilities  are 
limited,  to  be  given  sympathetic  consideration. 

(b)  Confidential  report  from  the  Principal  of  the  college,  high 

school  or  private  school. 

(c)  An  applicant  suffering  from  a disability  which  will  prevent 

his  becoming  an  efficient  student  of  medicine  is  not  to  be 

admitted . . . _ 

(d)  A Medical  Aptitude  Test  to  be  held  prior  to  the  date  of  re- 

gistration, conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  results  of  this  test  will  be  considered  in  asso- 
ciation with  the  applicant’s  matriculation  record. 

(e)  A personal  interview  may  be  required." 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Neilly,  seconded  by  Dr.  Gibson,  approval  was 

given  to  the  above  recommendations  with  the  following  revisions :- 

In  Section  (b)  the  word  "confidential"  is  to  be  deleted. 

If  in  the  event  of  a greater  number  of  students  qualifying  than 
the  150  decided  uuon,  the  applicants  from  Ontario  who  have 
passed  the  necessary  qualifications  should  receive  prefer- 
ence. 

The  Secretary  was  directed  to  inform  the  Minister  of  Education 
of  the  action  taken.

From  Mr.  V/.  S.  Wilson  recommending  on  behalf  of  the  Engineering 
Society  an  increase  from  $2.00  to  $3.00  in  the  fee  for  that  Society,  and 
suggesting  that  in  order  that  the  schedule  of  incidental  fees  printed  in 
the  Calendar  may  not  be  disturbed  the  laboratory  deposit  fee  be  decreased 
from  $10.00  to  $9.00,  thus  leaving  the  total  fee  at  $40.00.

The  President  having  reported  that  Mr.  J.  B.  Bicker- 
teth  had  been  appointed  to  an  educational  post  in  the  British  Army  as 
Tom  1st  June  next,  the  Board  approved  of  his  recommendations  as  follows :- 

(1)  That  leave  of  absence  be  granted  Mr.  Bickersteth  for  the  duration 

of  the  war  (extending  present  leave  which  expires  cune  30). 

(2)  That  the  University  continue  to  pay  his  pension  contributions. 

Presumably  the  Canadian  Government  will  pay  his  sal- 
iry  for  present  duties  from  March  31  to  June  1,  and  the  British  Govern- 
lent  will  pay  him  directly. 


At  their  meeting  held  on  March  12  the  Board  adopted 
a recommendation  of  the  Property  Committee  that  if  the  arrears  of  ground 
rent  owing  by  Victoria  College  in  connection  with  Lot  67  (Emmanuel  Col- 
lege) were  not  paid,  this  matter  was  to  be  brought  up  in  April.

Gentlemen: - 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  March  26th  last, 
the  Estimates  of  the  University  Health  Service  for  1942-43  were 
referred  to  a Special  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board,  the  Presi.dent,  and  the  Bursar,  with  instructions  to 
confer  with  Dr.  Urquhart  and  report  to  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  now  beg  to  report  that  they  have  in- 
terviewed Dr.  Urquhart  and  have  revised  his  Estimates,  as  will 
appear  from  copy  of  the  revised  Estimates  as  attached  to  this 
report . 

The  income  is  based  on  a $5.00  fee  to  be  collected 
from  5,600  students,  that  is,  a total  of  $28,000.00.  During  the 
present  year  the  income  will  be  some  $21,000.00.  The  difference 
in  these  totals  is  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  sharing  in  the  service.  In  arriving  at  the  number  of 
students  it  would  seem  that  a fair  provision  for  possible  decrease 
in  attendance  has  been  considered. 

In  connection  with  the  men’s  Infirmary,  $600  has  been 
added  for  a male  orderly.  Students  while  in  Infirmary  will  be 
expected  to  pay  $1.50  a day  as  a Boarding  charge. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  scheme  proposed  does  not 
provide  hospitalization  for  sickness  but  only  for  athletic  injury. 
This  was  not  made  clear  in  the  report  submitted  with  the  Estimates. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  report  and  Estimates 
as  revised  be  approved.

fore  thev  take  final  form,  I did  not  think  for  an  instant  that  your 
Board  would  take  any  action  on  what  might  be  called  a report  of  pro- 
cess and,  in  any  event,  before  the  Department’s  estimates  had  been 
approved  by  the  House.

I do  however  think  that  it  is 
most  unfortunate  that  the  Board,  having  undertaken  to  balance  its 
budget  for  its  present  fiscal  year,  should  have  committed  itself  to 
the  making  of  new  expenditures  without  having  positive  assurance  that 
the  necessary  monies  would  be  available  to  meet  these  expenditures. 
Such  an  assurance  could  not  be  given  on  behalf  of  the  Government  un- 
til an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  had  been  approved  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Province.

From  the  Staff  Association  of  the  Canada  Life  Assurance  Company 
making  application  for  the  use  of  the  Aura  Lee  Grounds  for  the  Season 
of  1942,  and  this  request  was  granted  on  the  same  terms  as  last  year, 
including  a rental  of  $600.

Regarding  the  arrangements  made  by  the  Board  for 
granting  loans  to  Sixth  Year  medical  students  graduating  in  April,  1942, 
who  were  going  into  Military  Service,  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Bryce  the  Board 
confirmed  the  action  taken  to  extend  such  loans  to  those  students  who  had 
applied  for  Military  Service  but  who  had  been  rejected.  Also  upon  motion 
of  Mr.  Bryce,  seconded  by  Mr.  Neilly,  the  Board  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Bursar  that  the  insurance  requirement  in  connection  with  these 
loans  be  waived  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Insurance  Company's  applica- 
tion form  contains  the  following  clause :- 

"If  a borrower  insured  hereunder  becomes  actively  engaged  as  a 
member  of  the  military,  naval  or  air  forces  of  any  country, 
any  insurance  hereunder  on  his  life  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
terminated  on  the  date  of  becoming  so  engaged.

shall  be  refunded  by  the  Company  upon  request.”

The  Bursar  presented  a letter  from  Dr.  Ryerson  in 
reply  to  an  enquiry  as  to  what  arrangements  were  being  made  for  payment  of 
fees  owing  by  medical  students  other  than  those  who  were  being  granted 
loans,  and  informed  the  Board  that  although  at  the  time  of  writing  their 
examinations  a considerable  number  of  students  were  in  arrears,  totalling 
some  $8,000.00,  their  results  had  been  published  contrary  to  the  regular 
practice.  The  Bursar  further  stated  that  in  addition  to  this  amount  there 
would  be  the  fees  for  the  current  Session  to  be  provided,  and  that  although 
he  had  written  Dr.  Ryerson  as  early  as  March  18  enquiring  what  arrangements 
were  being  made  for  the  payment  of  these  fees  he  had  not  received  a reply 
until  to-day,  which  outlined  certain  proposals  for  assistance  to  medical 
students  by  the  Government.

"It  was  moved  by  Dean  Gallie,  seconded  by  Dean  Mason,  that  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors  be  sought  for  an  amendment 
of  the  regulation  regarding  Discipline,  which  is  numbered  26 
in  the  Calendar  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  of  the  corres- 
ponding regulations  in  the  Calendars  of  the  other  Faculties, 
by  the  addition  of  the  following  words: 

»The  continuance  of  any  student  in  attendance  at  a course 
in  the  University  or  the  receipt  by  him  of  official  cer- 
tificates of  standing  or  of  graduation,  is  subject  to 
such  exercise  of  the  disciplinary  power  of  the  Caput  as 
may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  regulations  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  to  maintain  standards  of  personal  conduct 
acceptable  to  the  University.  In  the  exercise  of  its 
disciplinary  power,  in  the  interest  both  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  of  the  student,  the  Caput  will  take  into  con- 
sideration the  conduct  of  the  student  both  inside  and 
outside  the  University  premises’ 
and  that  if  this  amendment  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors it  be  incorporated  in  the  Calendars  of  the  various 
Faculties  of  the  University.

ted  to  obtain  from  Mr.  Burns  and  from  the  University  Superintendent  the 
number  of  persons  under  their  supervision  who  were  likely  to  be  affected, 
the  approximate  amount  of  money  involved,  and  against  what  appropriation 
or  job  the  pay  for  this  leave  would  be  charged. 

The  Bursar  reported  that  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board  the  securities  held  by  the  Connaught  Laboratories, 
with  the  exception  of  certain  investments  held  for  the  Laboratories  Pen- 
sion Fund,  had  been  transferred  to  the  Toronto  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Bank 
of  Commerce  for  safe-keeping  and  collection,  with  instructions  that  they 
be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  securities  held  on  account  of  the 
Governors,  and  that  the  interest  be  credited  to  what  is  known  as  our 
’’General  Account”  and  shown  as  a separate  credit  on  the  Bank’s  credit 
notes. 

Among  the  securities  thus  transferred  were  some  Pro- 
vince of  Alberta  Bonds.  The  coupons  in  connection  with  these  bonds  had 
not  been  cashed  by  the  Laboratories  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  interest 
had  been  reduced  to  50#  of  the  contract  rates.  The  Bursar  presented  a 
circular  from  the  Alberta  Bondholders’  Association  referring  to  an  Order- 
in-Council  passed  by  the  Province  of  Alberta  setting  out  the  reduced 
rates  of  interest  payable  and  stating  that  if  the  coupons  were  not  cashed 
within  six  years  after  their  respective  due  dates  the  payment  would  be 
outlawed.  After  considering  the  matter  the  Board  referred  it  to  the  Fin- 
ance Committee. 

The  Bursar  presented  a letter  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Gair, 
Accountant  in  his  office,  stating  that  he  had  been  called  out  on  active 
service  as  Training  Officer  with  the  Toronto  Scottish  Regiment,  and  re- 
questing leave  of  absence  from  May  6 for  the  duration  of  the  war,  which 
was  approved  by  the  Board.  He  also  reported  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Barbara  Johnson  and  Miss  Rose  Mahood,  Assistants  in  his  office,  and  au- 
thority was  given  for  the  balance  of  the  salaries  of  these  two  assist- 
ants for  the  present  year  1941-42  to  be  used  for  the  payment  of  substi- 
tutes.

"A  special  bank  account  shall  be  opened,  against 
which  only  cheques  for  salaries  and  wages  shall  be  drawn;  such 
cheques  to  be  of  different  design  from  those  ordinarily  issued  by 
the  University  and  to  clearly  indicate  the  bank  account  against 
which  they  are  to  be  charged.  No  overdrafts  shall  be  permitted 
in  this  account,  and  for  further  protection  the  Bursar  shall  from 
time  to  time  make  deposits  limited  in  amount  to  the  approximate 
sum  required  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  wages.  Two  signa- 
tures are  to  be  affixed  to  each  cheque,  and  four  persons  in  the 
Bursar’s  Office  shall  be  authorized  to  sign  such  cheques  (any 
two  of  them  to  sign) , such  signing  officers  to  be  bonded  in  the 
sum  of  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  each."

The  President  presented  a letter  from  Mr.  P.  M. 
Dewan,  Ontario  Minister  of  Agriculture,  recommending  that  considera- 
tion be  given  to  the  continuance  of  the  instruction  this  year  in  the 
School  of  Hygiene  to  the  students  of  the  Ontario  Veterinary  College, 
and  the  President  was  requested  to  make  a report  on  this  matter  for 
presentation  to  the  Board. 

The  President  also  presented  a letter  from  the  Re- 
gistrar transmitting  certain  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Mili- 
tary Training  for  the  Session  1942-43  and  withdrawing  the  regulation 
which  was  discussed  by  the  Board  at  the  last  meeting  regarding  the  re- 
fusal of  admission  to  the  University  of  conscientious  objectors.  The 
principal  change  in  the  Committee’s  recommendations,  which  were  adopted 
by  the  Board,  was  to  require  all  male  students  to  take  military  train- 
ing who  are  18  years  of  age  or  over  on  September  30,  1942.  The  upper 
age  limit  has  thus  been  removed  entirely  and  the  lower  age  limit  reduced 
from  20  to  18. 

In  this  connection  approval  was  also  given  to  the 
following  recommendations  of  the  Court  of  Discipline  regarding  students 
who  had  failed  to  complete  satisfactorily  during  1941-42  the  prescribed 
courses  in  military  t raining: - 

Officers’  Training  Battalion: 

John  Douglas  Burns.  Second  Year  Arts.  Failed  the  mili- 
tary examinations  written  in  December  1941,  and  was  absent  from 
both  examinations  in  March  1942.  Total  number  of  hours  trained 
this  Session  - 71. 

John  William  Rudder  Wilson.  Third  Year  Applied  Science. 
Failed  first  qualifying  paper  and  was  absent  from  the  military 
examinations  in  March  1942.  Total  number  of  hours  trained  this 
Session  - 58. 

Both  these  men  explained  to  the  Court  that  they  were 
forced  to  work  during  the  Sessi’on  in  order  to  pay  their  fees, and 
that  this  employment  interfered  with  attendance  at  parades.

Total 
number  of  hours  trained  this  Session  - 64  (last  attendance 
January  13,  1942). 

Hollenberg  stated  to  the  Court  that  in  January  he  had 
applied  for  enlistment  in  the  R.C.A.F.,  and  being  under  the 
impression  that  he  would  be  called  up  immediately  he  discon- 
tinued attendance  at  the  parades  of  the  Battalion.  Later  he 
was  informed  that  his  enlistment  was  postponed. 

The  Court  is  of  the  opinion  that  Hollenberg  was  guilty 
of  no  more  than  an  error  of  judgment,  and  consequently  recom- 
mends that  no  disciplinary  action  be  taken  against  him. 

Training  Centre  Battalion: 

Roger  Lorenzo  Lucien  Rouleau.  Third  Year  Medicine. 
Attended  only  25  hours  of  the  total  number  of  75  required. 

Rouleau  stated  to  the  Court  that  he  had  not  been  well 
during  the  Session  and  found  it  difficult  to  do  both  his  aca- 
demic and  military  work.  He  had  been  refused  permission  to 
write  upon  the  annual  examinations  of  the  Third  Year  because 
of  his  unsatisfactory  attendance  at  lectures. 

The  Court  strongly  recommends  that  Mr.  Rouleau  be 
asked  to  withdraw  from  the  University  immediately. 


The  Bursar  stated  that  in  reply  to  his  letter  to  Dr.  Ryerson 
enquiring  what  arrangements  were  being  made  for  payment  of  arrears  of 
fees  by  medical  students,  Dr.  Ryerson  had  recommended  that  the  stud- 
ents in  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Years  who  are  in  arrears 
of  fees  be  granted  permission  to  continue  in  attendance  pending  the 
arrangements  that  will  be  made  in  the  immediate  future  for  the  payment 
of  these  arrears  through  loans,  for  which  the  Department  of  Labour  of 
the  Dominion  Government  have  agreed  to  provide  the  money.  The  Board 
approved  of  this  recommendation. 

The  Bursar  also  reported  that  in  reply  to  his  application  for 
payment  of  the  $100,000  included  in  the  Government  Estimates  for  1942- 
1943  on  account  of  the  accumulated  shortage,  he  had  been  advised  in  a 
letter  from  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  that  a cheque  would  be 
forwarded  as  early  as  possible  in  June.  He  further  stated  that  Mr. 
Rogers  had  advised  him  by  letter  that  $300,000.,  approximately  one- 
quarter  of  the  Special  Legislative  Grant  to  the  University  for  1942- 
1943,  would  also  be  paid  in  June. 

The  Bursar  again  brought  up  the  question  of  the  payment  of 
Succession  Duties  in  connection  with  the  Eliza  J.  Robertson  bequest, 
and  after  a careful  discussion  of  the  matter  it  was  decided,  upon

3.  Among  the  securities  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  which 
were  recently  transferred  to  the  custody  of  the  Governors  of  the 
University,  were  $5,000  4 bonds  of  the  Province  of  Alberta,  due 
October  1st,  1956,  together  with  $135.00  represented  by  coupons 
detached  from  Province  of  Alberta  bonds  which  matured  in  1936  and 
1937.  According  to  an  Order-in-Council  passed  in  1936  by  the  Pro- 
vince of  Alberta  the  payment  of  interest  on  their  provincial  bonds 
was  fixed  at  a reduction  of  50$  of  the  contract  rates,  with  the 
proviso  that  if  the  coupons  were  not  cashed  within  six  years  after 
their  respective  due  dates  the  payment  would  be  outlawed. 

Your  Committee  concurs  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Al- 
berta Bondholders’  Committee,  as  set  out  in  a circular  issued  by 
it  in  March,  1942,  that  any  coupons  which  would  fall  due  within 
the  six-year  period  be  cashed  at  the  reduced  rates. 

4.  Following  the  receipt  of  a letter  from  Mr.  C.  S.  Macdon- 
ald, Chairman  of  the  Banting  Research  Foundation,  your  Committee 
gave  considerable  thought  to  the  question  of  converting  high  cou- 
pon bonds  (selling  at  a high  premium  and  maturing  in  a reasonably 
short  time)  into  other  issues  bearing  a lower  interest  rate.  Your 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Banting  Research  Founda- 
tion has  sufficient  revenue  for  the  present  it  would  be  advisable 
to  consider  making  certain  conversions  which  would  considerably 
increase  the  capital  of  the  Foundation. 

Your  Committee  therefore  is  prepared  to  recommend  the 
consideration  of  such  conversions  providing  an  assurance  is  ob- 
tained from  the  Foundation  that  their  operations  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  the  loss  of  such  revenue. 

5.  Following  the  motion  of  the  Chancellor,  Sir  William 
Mulock,  made  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  April  23rd  - 

’That  the  Bursar  submit  to  the  Board  a written  statement 
showing  the  amount,  if  any,  of  capital  moneys  of  the 
University  expended  in  carrying  on  its  work  and  during 
what  years,  and  the  respective  amounts  thereof* 
the  Bursar  presented  a report  which  he  had  requested  from  the 
Auditors  and  which  your  Committee  begs  to  transmit  herewith. 

In  a letter  dated  December  11,  1941,  from  Mr.  C.  S. 
Walters,  Controller  of  Finances  and  Deputy  Provincial  Treasurer, 
the  following  paragraph  appears :- 

’I  have  to  inform  you  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  have  placed  in  the  Estimates  for  the  fiscal  year 
which  begins  on  April  1,  1942,  an  amount  representing  your 
accumulated  deficits,  which,  at  the  30th  of  June,  1941, 
amounted  to  $616,940.54.’ 

Provision  has  been  made  in  this  year’s  Government  Estimates  for 
payment  of  $100,000  in  this  connection. 

6.  Your  Committee  also  considered  the  question  of  making  a 
nominal  charge  against  the  various  student  societies  for  the  col- 
lection of  their  fees  by  the  University,  and  also  against  the 
Ontario  College  of  Education,  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  and  the 
National  Research  Council,  for  administration  expenses.  The  Bur- 
sar was  requested  to  investigate  the  cost  of  the  same  and  present 
a recommendation  regarding  a possible  percentage  to  be  charged. 

It  was  decided  to  exclude  the  National  Research  Council,  as  the 
work  in  connection  with  this  is  to  be  considered  as  a contribu- 
tion bv  the  University  to  the  war  effort.  It  was  suggested  that 
a meeting  be  held  with  representatives  of  the  various  societies, 
etc.,  in  order  to  discuss  the  proposed  charge.

some  suggestions  for  the  plans  of  the  building,  etc.  The  letter 
from  Mr.  T.  A.  Reed,  Secretary  of  the  University  Athletic  Associa- 
tion, was  also  noted  by  your  Committee,  in  which  it  is  stated  that 
the  Association  has  been  unable  to  obtain  tennis-playing  facilities 
for  the  students  of  University  College. 

After  reviewing  this  whole  matter  again  your  Committee  re- 
served the  subject  for  further  consideration. 

4.  Your  Committee  again  took  up  for  consideration  the  request 
of  Wycliffe  College  for  a reduction  in  the  ground  rent  now  paid  by 
them,  and  recommends  that  this  matter  also  be  deferred.

Copies  of  the  University  Estimates  for  1942-43  were  handed  to  the 
Prime  Minister,  Dr.  McArthur  and  Mr.  Walters,  and  the  Chairman  read  a 
brief  which  he  had  prepared  and  which  stated  that  every  care  had  been 
taken  to  arrive  at  the  minimum  of  expenditure.  This  brief  also  emphas- 
ized the  difficulties  under  which  the  University  is  operating,  particu- 
larly the  delay  in  receiving  Government  grants  for  the  Ontario  College  of

Education  and  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  which  made  it  necessary  for  the 
University  to  finance  these  institutions  from  its  own  funds  in  the  mean- 
time, and  the  decrease  in  the  Government’s  annual  grant  to  the  Universi- 
ty from  $1,382,000  to  the  amount  for  the  present  year  of  $1,050,000. 

After  discussing  the  whole  matter  at  length  the  Prime  Minister, 
Dr.  McArthur  and  Mr.  Walters  all  agreed  that  the  University  should  pro- 
ceed with  the  Estimates  as  presented,  and  that  the  $207,068  required 
(including  $100,000  for  the  Wartime  Bonus)  should  be  and  would  be  pro- 
vided.

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  conference  in 
the  Prime  Minister’s  office  on  Tuesday  last  resulted  in  agreement  on 
the  following  points :- 

1.  That  the  Government  would  undertake  to  initiate  discussions  be- 

tween representatives  of  the  University  and  of  the  Federated 
Colleges  with  a view  to  obtaining  an  agreement  providing  for  a 
more  equitable  distribution  of  the  cost  of  instruction  of  stud- 
ents registered  in  the  Federated  Colleges; 

2.  That  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  such  discussions  to  reach  a 

satisfactory  agreement,  the  Government  would  present  to  the 
House  of  Assembly  legislation  designed  to  correct  the  inequali- 
ties in  the  present  method  of  paying  for  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion of  students  registered  in  the  Federated  Colleges; 

3.  That  no  statutory  provision  requires  the  approval  by  the  Govern- 

ment of  the  annual  estimates  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 
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By  reason  of  this  condition,  the  Government 
does  not  wish  to  take  any  action  at  the  present  tine  which  may  be 
construed  as  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  an  amount  which  is  in  ex- 
cess of  the  appropriation  provided  by  the  Legislature.

In  accordance  with  notice  given  by  Mr.  Neilly,  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  covering  the  fiscal  year  ended  31 
March,  1942,  was  presented  and  approved  as  follows :- 

”To  the  Board  of  Governors, 

University  of  Toronto. 

The  Balance  Sheet  and  Earnings  Statement,  certified  by 
the  Auditors,  and  accompanied  by  a brief  progress  or  operating 
statement  prepared  and  contributed  by  the  Director,  const itute  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  for  the  fiscal  period 
ended  March  31  last. 

As  previously  stated,  it  is  the  purpose  of  Connaught 
Laboratories  to  so  adjust  the  prices  of  their  products  that  an  op- 
erating margin,  equivalent  to  10#  of  their  sales  value,  will  result. 
Heretofore,  the  margin  finally  realized  has  fallen  sometimes  below 
and  sometimes  above,  but  in  general  it  has  closely  adhered  to  the 
stated  objective,  but  for  the  period  now  under  review  the  maximum 
set  has  been  exceeded  by  a considerable  margin. 

Until  a year  ago,  the  method  of  computing  unit  costs 
was  not  wholly  satisfactory,  and,  in  pricing  inventory  items,  re- 
liance was  to  some  extent  placed  upon  arbitrary  figures.  This 
necessitated  our  applying  a safety  factor. 

This  year’s  operating  margin  then  not  only  includes  the 
result  of  the  past  year’s  operations,  but  reflects,  in  part,  an  ac- 
cumulated surplus  from  undervaluing  inventory  in  the  previous  year. 

Early  in  1941,  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  from 
Clarkson,  Gordon,  Dilworth  & Nash,  the  services  of  Mr.  Lazier  who 
is  their  senior  man  on  unit  cost  accounting.  He  revised  the  system 
then  in  use  and  reviewed  it  at  the  conclusion  of  the  period  under 
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review.  We  believe  the  system  as  finally  adopted  is  for  all  practic- 
al  purposes  correct,  and  this  year’s  inventory  is  priced  in  accord- 
ance  with  this  revised  system  of  computing  costs. 

However,  having  made  due  allowance  for  that  portion  of  the 
margin  derived  from  accumulation  in  the  previous  year  it  was  felt  that 
our  business  was  in  such  shape  that  prices  could  be  reduced,  and  they 
were  reduced  on  a basis  that,  if  sales  in  volume  this  year  equal  those 
of  last  year,  our  margin  will  be  reduced  by  an  amount  of  at  least 
$50,000.00,  and  by  perhaps  as  much  as  $75,000.00. 

As  the  Director's  report  discloses,  we  have  made,  and  con- 
tinue to  make,  a worthwhile  contribution  to  Canada's  war  effort,  and 
the  contribution  made  by  the  Director  and  his  Staff  cannot  be  adequa- 
tely or  even  decently  described  at  this  time.  # ..  . , , _ 

All  that  can  be  said  is  that  they  are  giving  their  'all 
out’  best  effort  twenty- four  hours  per  day  and  seven  days  per  week. 

Our  relationship  with  the  various  Government  agencies 
continues  upon  a reasonably  satisfactory  basis . . Unfortunately,  be- 
yond short  stated  periods,  they  cannot  give  a firm  undertaking  for 
their  future  requirements.  Under  these  circumstances  we  are  morally 
bound  to  stock  standard  and  war  products  in  large  quantity.  When 
hostilities  cease  we  will  undoubtedly  find  our  stock  greatly  in  ex- 
cess of  normal  requirements  and  losses  must  be  anticipated  and  the 
necessary  provision  made  in  our  accounts.  Some  may  contend  that  we 
have  set  up  reserves  in  excess  of  any  probable  necessity.  All  we  can 
say  is  that  the  present  amount  so  provided  is  our  best  guess,  and  if 
it  should  turn  out  that  we  have  made  undue  provision,  no  great  harm 


will  result.  . 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  make  certain  capital  ex- 
penditures to  take  care  of  increased  production  but  they  have  been 
modest  and  to  a great  extent  planned  to  ease  us  over  the  wartime 
period. 

We  have  now  been  requested  to  add  equipment  for  drying 
blood  serum,  equivalent  to  about  twice  our  present  capacity,  and  this 
will  necessitate  additional  floor  space  that  cannot  be  made  available 
upon  any  temporary  basis.  We  must  build  either  at  the  Farm  or  at  the 
University  section.  If  it  is  at  the  Farm,  extending  the  concentra- 
tion building  will  cost,  including  the  necessary  equipment,  say 
$35,000.00  to  $40,000.00.  If  a new  wing  is  to  be  built  on  the  Col- 
lege Street  building,  it  may  easily  require  twice  that  amount. 

In  either  case  we  would  provide  more  room  than  that  speci- 
fically required  for  the  blood  work,  and  it  has  been  intimated  that 
a substantial  part  of  the  necessary  cost  would  be  provided  by  the 
Dominion  Government. 

During  the  past  two  years,  Connaught  Laboratories  have 
made  more  progress  than  is  generally  appreciated,  and  the  organiza- 
tion seems  destined  to  take  first  rank  in  world  institutions  of  this 
kind.  Barring  something  unforeseen,  the  Board  of  Governors  is  greatly 
indebted  to  the  brilliant  work  of  our  Director  and  his  Staff. 

For  the  generous  support  at  all  times  extended  to  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  we  would  express  and 
record  our  warn  thanks.

Progress  of  the  work  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories 
Session  1941-42. 
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In  June  of  last  year,  a brief  resume  was  presented  of  the 
developments  in  the  work  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories,  particularly 
as  they  related  to  the  war.  During  the  past  12  months,  the  work  of 
each  section  of  the  Laboratories  has  continued  to  expand  so  that  new 
peaks  have  been  reached  in  the  number  and  volume  of  products  distri- 
buted, in  the  number  of  personnel  employed,  and  in  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures. The  Laboratories  have  continued  to  serve  the  armed  for- 
ces of  Canada  and  to  collaborate  with  government  departments  in  prob- 
lems related  to  the  protection  of  the  health  of  troops.  To  antici- 
pate possible  emergencies,  large  reserves  of  essential  vaccines  and 
serums  and  of  insulin  and  other  glandular  extracts  have  been  estab- 
lished. An  extensive  program  of  research  relating  to  specific  meas- 
ures for  the  control  of  communicable  diseases,  the  study  of  nutri- 
tional and  other  deficiency  diseases,  investigations  in  the  rapidly 
expanding  field  of  chemotherapy,  and  problems  of  industrial  and  en- 
vironmental hygiene  has  been  carried  forward,  though  with  some  de- 
gree of  curtailment  owing  to  the  enlistment  of  members  in  the  armed 
forces  and  the  necessity  that  more  time  be  devoted  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  products.  There  were  50  research  studies  in  progress  dur- 
ing this  Session  and  43  scientific  papers  were  published.  These 
are  presented  in  Volume  XIII  of  the  Collected  Studies  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories,  which  will  be  published  shortly.  Since  de- 
tailed reference  is  made  in  the  Director's  report  to  the  President 
of  all  studies,  mention  is  made  here  only  to  research  studies  re- 
lating to  the  war. 

Highly  important  progress  has  been  made  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  a vaccine  for  the  prevention  of  typhus  fever.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  stress  the  menace  which  this  disease  constitutes  in 
the  world  to-day.  In  1918,  in  Serbia  alone,  over  600,000  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease.  Its  ravages  have  frequently  followed 
famine  and  it  has  been  one  of  the  great  pestilential  diseases. 

Prior  to  this  war,  efforts  to  prepare  an  effective  preventive  vac- 
cine had  been  unavailing  but  as  a result  of  intensive  studies  on. 
this  continent,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a solution  to  this 
problem  is  being  obtained.  The  value  of  the  vaccine  must,  of  course, 
be  determined  by  field  trials  and  adequate  reports  will  not  be  avail- 
able for  some  months.  This  study  has  been  aided  by  a grant  from  the 
National  Research  Council  of  Canada.  It  is  not  possible  at  this  time 
to  speak  in  greater  detail  of  the  importance  of  the  results  already 
obtained  and  of  the  progress  of  this  work. 

Cholera,  an  epidemic  disease  the  danger  of  which  is  known 
to  all  familiar  with  medical  history,  is  the  subject  of  intensive 
study  in  the  Western  Division  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  in  the 
University  of  British  Columbia.  Preparation  of  quantities  of  cholera 
vaccine  is  being  carried  forward  in  the  laboratories  here.  This  vac- 
cine was  not  previously  prepared  in  Canada. 

The  menace,  also  of  dysentery  of  the  bacillary  type  is 
fully  appreciated  by  the  medical  authorities  of  the  armed  forces.  In 
the  treatment  of  one  of  the  bacillary  types  of  dysentery  (Shiga), 
serum  treatment  has  been  found  of  value.  This  serum  is  prepared  by 
immunizing  horses.  When  this  serum  was  required,  it  was  found  that 
supplies  were  practically  non-existent  on  this  continent.  A highly 
potent  and  concentrated  serum  has  been  prepared  in  the  laboratories 
and  with  the  assistance  of  the  National  Research  Council  of  Canada, 
efforts  are  being  made  to  obtain  a preparation  which  might  be  of 
value  in  the  prevention  of  this  disease. 

In  this  war  as  in  the  last , the  danger  of  infection  of 
wounds  with  the  micro-organism  causing  lockjaw  (tetanus)  has  been 
fully  appreciated.  In  the  last  war,  dependence  was  placed  on  the 
use  of  tetanus  antitoxin,  a serum  obtained  by  immunizing  horses.  In 
this  war,  a new  product  is  being  employed  known  as  tetanus  toxoid, 
a product  similar  in  nature  to  diphtheria  toxoid  which  has  been  so 
efficacious  in  preventing  diphtheria.  Because  of  the  limited  trial 
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of  this  new  product,  it  has  been  considered  wise  by  the  medical  author- 
ities of  the  armed  forces  that  tetanus  antitoxin  should  be  used  until 
satisfactory  data  relating  to  the  protective  power  of  the  new  product 
has  been  obtained.  For  that  reason  very  large  quantities  of  tetanus 
antitoxin  have  been  prepared  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  which  may 
or  may  not  be  required  for  the  armed  forces,  since  the  value  of  tetan- 
us toxoid  is  being  very  rapidly  established.  Tetanus  toxoid  confers 
a more  permanent  protection  and  possesses  other  advantages. 

One  of  the  most  important  contributions  made  by  the  lab- 
oratories during  the  past  two  years  has  been  the  development  of  a 
combined  preventive  treatment  for  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  and 
for  tetanus  through  the  use  of  a vaccine  the  respective  immunizing 
agents  have  been  combined.  This  product  is  popularly  designated  m 
the  army  as  ’T.A.B.T. ’ It  was  adopted  for  use  in  the  armed  forces 
of  Canada  more  than  a year  ago.  The  advantages  of  the  use  of  T.A. 

B.T.  have  now  been  fully  demonstrated  by  its  extensive  use. 

In  bombed  areas  and  in  many  of  the  fields  of  war,  the 
danger  of  gangrene  from  the  infection  of  wounds  with  gas-producing 
bacteria  has  been  recognized.  Fortunately,  the  incidence  of  such 
rapidly  spreading  forms  of  gangrene,  as  reported  so  far,  has  been 
low.  In  treating  such  serious  infections,  serums  have  been  em- 
ployed with  some  measure  of  success.  The  preparation  of  these  ser- 
ums has  been  carried  forward  satisfactorily  and  reasonable  quanti- 
ties of  the  three  most  common  forms  have  been  prepared.  Small  quan- 
tities have  been  required,  so  far,  for  army  use.  Recent  studies 
have  indicated  that  the  use  of  sulphonamides  may  be  of  value  in  the 
treatment  of  these  forms  of  gas  gangrene  either  alone  or  combined 
with  the  use  of  serum.  These  serums  are  seldom  required  in  Canada 
and  their  preparation  has  required  intensive  work  and  considerable 
financial  outlay.  In  this  field,  a study  of  wound  infections  has 
been  conducted  in  co-operation  with  Toronto  hospitals  and  the. work 
has  been  assisted  by  a grant  from  the  National  Research  Council  of 
Canada.  Publication  of  the  findings  has  attracted  attention  and 
practical  results  have  already  been  recorded. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  continued  work  in  the 
study  of  influenza.  Before  an  effective  preventive  agent  can  be 
developed,  more  complete  knowledge  of  this  disease,  particularly 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  type  of  the  causative  virus  present,  is 
essential.  To" that  end,  study  has  been  made  of  cases  occurring  in 
the  armed  forces  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Na- 
tional Defence  and  in  the  civilian  population  in  several  cities 
during  last  winter.  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  field  trials 
of  a vaccine  prepared  from  several  types  of  virus.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  establish  facilities  for  furthering  an  intensive  in- 
vestigation if  an  epidemic  should  occur  during  this  winter.  It  will 
be  recalled  that  it  was  during  the  fourth  year  of  the  last  war  that 
the  devastating  pandemic  of  influenza  occurred. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  important  contribution 
which  the  Connaught  Laboratories  are  making  in  the  preparation  and 
drying  of  normal  human  serum  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering 
from  shock  following  injuries  or  accidents.  This  work,  initiated  by 
Dr.  C.  H.  Best  at  the  commencement  of  the  war,  has  become  a very 
large  undertaking.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in  January  1941,  the 
work  was  transferred  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories.  In  July  1941, 
blood  donations  were  received  from  branches  of  the  Canadian  Red 
Cross  Society  located  in  Toronto,  Hamilton  and  Ottawa, and  in  that 
month  a total  of  3,046  donations  were  received.  In  May  1942,  the 
number  of  branches  forwarding  whole  blood  to  the  Laboratories  num- 
bered 17  and  from  three  other  centres  the  Laboratories  received 
pooled  serum.  Donations  during  the  month  of  May  amounted  to  13,313. 
The  personnel  at  present  is  approximately  40.  Approximately  5,000 
sq.  ft.  of  laboratory  space  is  at  present  being  used  apart  from  the 
space  required  for  stores,  etc.  During  the  year,  the  work  of  dry- 
ing serum  was  transferred  to  the  Farm  Section  and  extensive  altera- 
tions made  to  accommodate  this  undertaking.  A highly  efficient 
unit  has  been  developed  and  has  capacity  for  drying  over  16,000 
donations  of  blood  per  month.  During  this  year,  the  Laboratories 
will  have  prepared  approximately  60,000  bottles  of  dried  serum. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  much  more  is  involved  in  the  process 
than  the  drying,  namely,  the  preparation  of  the  serum  including 
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filtration  through  bacteriological  filters  and  a most  rigid  system  of 
testing. 

The  Connaught  Laboratories  have  recently  been  asked  by  the 
Department  of  Pensions  and  National  Health  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
double  the  present  capacity  of  the  blood-drying  equipment.  Recommen- 
dations are  being  made  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories  Committee  for  the 
necessary  building  construction  and  purchase  of  equipment.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  in  this  national  effort  to  make  available  adequate 
supplies  of  dried  human  serum,  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society  is  ob- 
taining the  donations  of  blood,  the  Department  of  Pensions  and  Nation- 
al Health  is  supplying  the  funds  to  the  Connaught  Laboratories  for  the 
purchase  of  the  necessary  equipment  and  supplies  and  the  payment  of 
personnel,  and  the  Connaught  Laboratories  are  providing  the  scientific 
and  managerial  direction  as  well  as  providing  the  accommodation  and 
laboratory  services.  A very  substantial  financial  contribution  is  re- 
presented in  the  work  and  services  contributed  by  the  Connaught  Labor- 
atories. It  should  be  remembered  also  that  the  methods  of  preparing 
and  drying  the  blood  serum  are  the  subject  of  intensive  study  and  im- 
portant improvements  in  procedure  are  being  effected. 

In  the  preparation  and  distribution  of  the  biological  pro- 
ducts supplied  by  the  Connaught  Laboratories,  the  number  and  volume 
of  products  has  reached  the  highest  point  in  the  history  of  the  Labor- 
atories. To  the  list  of  products  which  last  year  numbered  34  there 
have  been  added  dysentery  serum  (Shiga),  cholera  vaccine,  and  the 
several  gas-gangrene  serums,  making  a total  of  40.  During  the  year, 
there  has  been  a 25  per  cent  increase  in  the  total  number  of  packages 
of  products  distributed;  the  total  number  distributed  was  1,337,058 
packages.  The  total  number  of  containers  filled  each  day  has  aver- 
aged 10,000.  This  greatly  increased  distribution  is,  of  course,  re- 
flected in  the  financial  statements  for  the  year.  Such  an  increase 
in  the  number  and  volume  of  products  has  occasioned  almost  continu- 
ous personnel  problems,  and  has  occasioned  alterations  and  additions 
to  the  laboratory  facilities,  including  the  purchase  of  much  new 

equipment . # 

During  the  year,  almost  half  of  the  technical  and  sub- 
staff have  been  replaced.  A large  number  have  enlisted  or  have  been 
called  for  service.  In  August  1939,  the  staff  totalled  252, and  in 
March  1942,  364.  Three  of  our  senior  members,  Dr.  N.  E.  McKinnon, 

Dr.  M.  H.  Brown,  and  Dr.  D.  L.  MacLean,  are  serving  with  the  armed 
forces,  and  Dr.  Hugh  Barrett  is  attached  for  special  service. 

Alterations  of  laboratories,  new  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  services  have  been  carried  forward  with  the  valued  assist- 
ance of  the  Superintendent  of  the  University  and  his  staff.  During 
the  past  two  years,  these  developments  occasioned  an  expenditure  of 
an  amount  of  approximately  $150,000  and  involved  changes  in  the 
School  of  Hygiene  building,  and  in  various  buildings  of  the  Farm 

Sections.  ^ ig  anticipated  that  increasing  difficulties  will  be 
met  in  conducting  the  work  of  the  Laboratories,  particularly  in  the 
preparation  and  distribution  of  products.  There  have  been  further 
increases  in  prices  of  raw  materials  and  supplies  and  many  materials 
are  being  obtained  with  difficulty.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  in- 
creased volume  of  products  distributed  has  made  it  possible  to  effect 
further  reductions  in  the  price  of  Insulin,  tetanus  antitoxin,  small- 
pox  vaccine,  and  pertussis  vaccine.  Appreciation  of  these  reductions 
in  price  has  been  conveyed  to  the  Laboratories  by  the  provincial  med- 
ical officers  of  health.  This  action  will,  in  their  opinion,  result 
in  a further  extension  of  the  public  services  which  provincial  de- 
partments of  health  are  rendering.  _ , . _ 

The  Western  Division  of  the  Connaught  Laboratories  has 
reported  further  progress  in  the  research  studies  which  are  being 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Dolman.  The  wisdom  of 
establishing  the  Western  Division  is  being  continuously  demonstrated 
bv  the  growing  interest  in  its  work,  and,  in  turn,  in  the  *ork  of 
the  Connaught ^Laboratories.  It  is  significant  that  within  five  years 
of  the  establishing  of  the  Western  Division,  approval  was  given  by 
?he  Sniversitv  of  British  Columbia  to  the  establishing  of  an  instit- 
ute  of  preventive  medicine  in  which  the  Connaught  Laboratories  would 
have  accommodation. 
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In  addition  to  the  important  changes  in  the  administrative 
staff  of  the  Laboratories  recorded  in  the  report  of  last  year,  Dr.  E. 

W.  McHenry  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Director,  assuming  the  respon- 
sibilities in  the  Laboratories  of  Dr.  Charles  H.  Best.  It  is  pleas- 
ing that  Dr.  Best  is  continuing  his  relationship  with  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  as  an  Honorary  Consultant.  Mr.  W.  P.  Gerald,  B.Com. , 
who  was  Assistant  Accountant,  has  been  appointed  Secretary  of  the 
Laboratories  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Harbour,  C.A. , has  been  appointed  Account- 
ant. During  this  year,  Dr.  Raymond  G.  Parker,  well  known  in  the 
field  of  virus  studies,  was  appointed  to  the  staff.  Dr.  Parker  was 
for  nine  years  a member  of  the  staff  of  the  Rockefeller  Institute 
for  Medical  Research. 

I wish  to  express,  on  behalf  of  my  colleagues  and  myself, 
appreciation  of  the  assistance  and  co-operation  of  the  Connaught 
Laboratories  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  very  especially 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Balmer  Neilly,  for  his  advice  and 
counsel.  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  for  arranging  a visit  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  to  the  Laboratories  and  affording 
us  the  privilege  of  presenting  some  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories.

From  Dr.  Defries  submitting  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  recom- 
mendations concerning  Fellowships  in  the  Connaught  Laboratories  in  mem- 
ory of  Colonel  Gooderham  and  Dr.  FitzGerald,  and  upon  the  President’s 
recommendation  these  were  approved  in  general  principle  as  follows :- 


’’The  Sir  Albert  Edward  Gooderham 
Fellowship  in  Preventive  Medicine: 

In  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Colonel  Sir  Albert 
Gooderham,  K.C.M.G.,  member  for  many  years  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors of  the  University  of  Toronto  and  first  Chairman  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories  Committee,  it  is  proposed  that  a fellowship 
in  preventive  medicine  be  established  in  the  Connaught  Laborator- 
ies. The  fellowship  would  be  awarded  annually  commencing  in  the 
academic  session  1942-43.  It  would  be  open  to  graduates  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  or  other  universities  approved  for  this  pur- 
pose. During  his  tenancy,  the  holder  would  engage  in  original 
investigations  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  in  the  Connaught 
Laboratories.  The  fellowship  would  be  tenable  for  one  year.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  value  of  the  fellowship  be  $1,500.  Nomina- 
tions for  the  fellowship  would  be  made  by  the  Director  of  the  Con- 
naught Laboratories  to  the  President  of  the  University. 

The  FitzGerald  Memorial  Fellowship: 

To  commemorate  the  life  and  work  of  the  late  Dr.  John 

Gerald  FitzGerald  through  whose  inspiration  and  leadership  the 
Connaught  Laboratories  were  established  in  the  University  of  Tor- 
onto and  under  whose  direction  the  School  of  Hygiene  was  estab- 
lished, it  is  proposed  that  a fellowship  in  medical  research  be 
established  in  the  School  of  Hygiene.  The  fellowship  would  be 
awarded  annually  commencing  in  the  academic  session  1942-43.  It 
would  be  open  to  graduates  of  the  University  of  Toronto  or  of 
other  universities  approved  for  this  purpose.  During  his  tenancy 
of  this  fellowship,  the  holder  would  engage  in  original  investi- 
gation! in  the  fiSid  of  preventive  medicine  in  the  School  of 
Hygiene.  The  fellowship  would  be  tenable  for  one  year.  It  is 

suggested  that  the  value  of  the  fellowship  be  $1,500.  Nomina-

the  Board  again  considered  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  to  have 
carried  over  to  the  year  1942-43  approximately  $20,000  for  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  Residences.  As  it  was  uncertain  as  to  what  amount  would  be 
paid  by  June  30th,  the  Board  left  with  the  Bursar  the  determining  of 
the  amount  to  be  transferred  for  this  purpose  to  an  account  to  be  known 
as  ’’Men’s  Residences  - Rehabilitation  Fund”. 


The  President  reported  that  he  had  received  let- 
ters from  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Resources,  Ottawa,  regarding  the 
case  of  Mr.  Heinz  Fischel,  an  internee  who  is  desirous  of  entering  the 
University.  Mr.  H.  M.  Samuel  of  68  Hillholme  Road,  Toronto,  is  the 
sponsor  for  Mr.  Fischel,  and  had  been  given  to  understand  that  the  fees 
necessary  for  this  student’s  tuition  in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies 
would  be  waived,  although  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Immigration  author- 
ities that  the  sponsor  must  pay,  if  necessary,  the  tuition  fees  of  these 
friendly  aliens.  The  Board  therefore  decided  that  they  would  not  either 
waive  or  postpone  the  fees  of  such  applicants,  and  accordingly  could  not 
admit  Mr.  Fischel  unless  his  sponsor  provided  for  the  fees.

4.  Loans  to  be  based  on  an  average  over  all  students  re- 
ceiving loans  of  the  total  registration  in  each  (medicine  or 
dentistry)  academic  year,  the  amount  of  each. loan  not  to  ex- 
ceed $300  except  in  very  exceptional  cases,  in  which  a max- 
imum of  $500  would  be  set  for  any  one  student  in  any  (medical 
or  dental)  academic  year. 

5.  The  first  claim  upon  these  loans  to  be  the  payment  of 
University  fees. 

6.  Notes  for  the  first  loan  given  to  be  payable  one  year 
after  graduation  and  no  endorsement  to  be  required.

In  this  connection  I would  point  out  that  the 
cheque  for  $18,000  is,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment, a grant  toward  the  additional  direct  costs  incurred  by  the 
University  in  accelerating  the  courses  in  Medicine  and  Dentistry 
during  the  twelve  month  period  ending  March  31,  1942.  We  have  not 
asked  the  universities  to  accelerate  courses  in  Engineering  and 
Science  and  are  not  making  any  grant  in  respect  to  same.  The 
cheque  for  $30,000  is  an  initial  payment  in  respect  to  the  loan 
fund  to  assist  students  in  Medicine,  Dentistry,  Engineering  and 
Science,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  agreement.

From  Messrs.  Irish  & Maulson,  Insurance  Brokers,  submitting 
details  of  the  new  War  Risk  Insurance,  effective  September  1,  1942, 
but  the  Governors  were  not  desirous  of  taking  out  further  insurance 
as  outlined  in  this  coverage. 

From  the  Registrar  transmitting  the  following  changes  in  the 
regulations  respecting  Military  Training  for  the  Session  1942-43,  which 


were  approved  by  the  Board: - 


1.  As  the  Department  of  National  War  Services .grants  to. students 
of  the  University  postponement  of  military  training  at  military 
training  centres  only  on  condition  that  they  undergo  compulsory 
training  while  at  the  University,  of  a standard  recognized  by  the 
Department  of  National  Defence,  all  male  students,  both  undergrad- 
uate and  graduate,  except  as  noted  in  section  2 below,  who  were 
born  on  or  before  September  30,  1923,  whether  or  not  they  are. 
British  subjects,  will  be  required  to  take  training  in  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto  Contingent  C.O.T.C.  or  in  the  University  Air  Train- 

2,  The  undermentioned  categories  of  students  will  not  be  required 
to  take  militarv  training  in  the  U.  of  T.  Contingent  C.O.T.C. :- 

(a)  Students  who  are  members  of  active  or  reserve  units 

of  the  Canadian  Navy,  Army,  or  Air. Force. 

(b)  Students  who  are  certified  by  the  University  Health 

Service  to  be  medically  unfit  for  military  training. 


(c)  Conscientious  objectors. 

(d)  Enemy  aliens. 

3.  (a)  All  students  who  are  required  to  take  military  training 

in  the  U.  of  T.  Contingent  C.O.T.C.  will  register  not 
later  than  12  noon  on  Saturday,  September  26,  1942, 
with  the  First  or  Second  Battalions,  according  to  dir- 
ections to  be  published  in  the  "Varsity". 

(b)  Students  who  desire  to  take  Air  Force  training  will  re- 
gister with  the  University  Air  Training  Corps  also 
according  to  directions  to  be  published  in  the  "Varsity". 

4.  Students  who  claim  exemption  from  military  training. under 

Section  2,  (a),  (c)  and  (d)  will  apply  for  this  exemp- 
tion to  the  Registrar  of  the  University  not  later  than 
October  1,  1942. 

5.  Any  student  who  is  required  to  take  training  under  Section  X 

above,  and  who  fails  to  comply  fully  with  the  regula- 
tions regarding  such  training,  may  be  ordered,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Court  of  Discipline,  to  withdraw 
from  the  University.  (Four  students  were  dismissed  from 
the  University  during  the  Session  1941-42  because  of 
their  failure  to  comply  with  these  regulations.) 

6.  Students  who  are  18  years  of  age,  i.e.  those  born  between 

October  1,  1923,  and  October  31,  1924,  may  apply  for 
training  to  the  Commanding  Officer  concerned.  Applic- 
ants will  be  accepted  for  training  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Commanding  Officer.

The  Bursar  informed  the  Board  of  a possible  im- 
pairment of  efficiency  in  his  office  due  to  the  resignation  of  an  un- 
usually large  number  of  his  staff.  He  stated  that  it  was  difficult  to 
obtain  competent  persons  to  assist  in  the  handling  of  the  extra  work 
entailed  in  the  revised  Income  Tax  regulations,  effective  September  1, 

1942,  and  also  in  the  large  volume  of  work  connected  with  the  handling 
of  Dominion  Government  grants  for  the  35  to  40  war  research  projects. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  the  Board  gave  authority  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  make  any 
adjustments  in  salaries  which  they  felt  should  be  made,  and  take  what- 
ever additional  action  was  necessary. 

The  President  informed  the  Board  that  Dean 
Young  had  advised  the  authorities  at  Ottawa  that  he  had  had  consider- 
able difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  men  to  carry  on  the  work  in  the 
Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  in  view  of  the  number 
leaving  to  do  war  work  both  in  plants  and  in  the  Services. 

The  President  also  reported  that  in  view  of  the  )

(approximately  60  hours  for  academic  year) 


The  growing  conviction  on  the  part  of  women  undergraduates 
that  they  should  be  playing  their  part  in  the  national  emergency  in 
line  with  the  service  that  is  now  being  required  of  all  women  by 
the  Government  has  led  to  the  introduction  of  this  series  of  courses 
in  Training  for  National  Service.  This  programme  is  designed  to 
make  possible  a measure  of  national  service  without  interfering  with 
the  completion  of  the  student’s  academic  course  and  so  impairing  her 
future  value  to  the  country  as  a fully  trained  University  woman. 

There  is  no  requirement  for  students  in  professional  courses 
nor  for  students  in  the  First  Year. 

Students  will  register  with  their  respective  Deans  of  Women 
on  September  23,  24  and  25  on  official  forms  to  be  provided. 

Students  will  indicate  four  courses  in  order  of  preference 
and  will  be  allocated  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  in  charge. 

Instruction  will  for  the  most  part  occur  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays,  4 to  6 p.ra. , when  academic  lectures  and  laboratories 
give  place  to  military  training  for  men.  Practical  work  will  be  ar- 
ranged in  accordance  with  individual  timetables.

’’Par.  11 . In  addition  to  the  students  referred  to  in  Regulation  1, 
assistance  may  be  given  to  first  year  students  (men  or  women)  in 
science  (physics,  chemistry,  mathematics)  or  engineering  (civil, 
mechanical,  electrical,  chemical  and  metallurgical)  who  sign  an 
agreement  as  in  Regulation  1.  Such  students  shall  be  selected 
by  a committee  or  committees  composed  of  a representative  of 
National  Selective  Service  ( Chairman) , the  Regional  Director  of 
the  War  Emergency  Training  Programme  or  his  representative,  and 
a representative  of  the  Provincial  Department  of  Education  with 
one  or  more  representatives  of  the  Universities  acting  in  an  ad- 
visory capacity  as  requested  by  the  committee.  Selections  shall 
be  made  from  secondary  school  students  who  on  matriculation  ob- 
tained good  standing  in  science  and  mathematics,  and  who  cannot 
enter  a University  course  without  financial  assistance.  The  com- 
mittee shall  determine  the  number  to  enter  each  University  and 
the  course  to  be  followed  (having  due  regard  to  the  preference 
and  aptitude  of  each  student).  The  maximum  assistance  per  stud- 
ent shall  not  be  in  excess  of  $300.00  for  the  year.  These  stud- 
ents may  be  required  to  accept  employment  prior  to  graduation 
or  to  enter  a special  course  of  study.” 

In  this  connection  a letter  was  also  presented  from  Mr.  R.  F. 
Thompson,  Supervisor  of  Training,  Department  of  Labour,  informing  the 
President,  in  answer  to  his  enquiry,  that  Mining  Engineers  were  inten- 
tionally omitted  from  the  list  of  students  eligible  to  participate  in 
Student  Aid,  as  it  was  considered  by  the  Committees  concerned  that  there 
was  no  necessity  of  increasing  the  number  of  students  ordinarily  regis- 
tered for  mining  engineering.  The  President  was  requested  to  write  to 


Mr.  Thompson  stating  that  the  Board  were  quite  unable  to  approve  of  the

The  Bursar  also  reported  a bequest  to  the  Univer- 
sity under  the  Will  of  the  late  Richard  Stephen  Creagh  of  2/7ths  of  the 

residue  of  his  Estate  of  approximately  $500. 00, for  Cancer  and  Diabetes 
Research;  upon  the  Bursar’s  recommendation  any  monies  received  to  be 
credited  to  Banting  and  Best  Department  of  Medical  Research. 

The  following  arrangements  were  approved  by  the 
Board  in  connection  with  the  use  of  University  properties :- 
No.  86  Queen's  Park: 

This  house  is  being  vacated  by  the  Canadian  Women’s  Army 
Corps  about  October  1,  1942,  and  is  to  be  used  as  a Women’s  Residence 
for  Graduate  Students  who  formerly  occupied  No.  49  St.  George  Street. 

No.  49  St.  George  Street: 

This  house  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Government  at  a 
rental  of  $500  per  month,  including  certain  services,  and  will  be 
used  for  war  work  to  be  undertaken  by  Professor  A.  Pitt  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics.

In  accordance  with  a request  presented  by  the  Chairman  and 
the  President,  this  property  is  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Women’s  Aux- 
iliary "Force  for  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  at  a rental  and  under  condi- 
tions to  be  determined  by  conference  with  the  Naval  authorities;  the 
details  to  be  approved  either  by  the  Board  of  Governors  or  by  the  Chair- 
man and  the  President  in  consultation  with  the  Superintendent,  and  re- 
ported to  the  Board. 

Economics  Buillinp.  No.  275  Bloor  Street  West: 

The  western  end  of  the  basement  in  this  building  is  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  Government  at  a rental  of  $100  per  month  for  the 
use  of  Meteorologists. 


In  connection  with  the  permission  granted  by  the 
Board  for  the  use  of  ’’Holwood”  for  the  Women’s  Auxiliary  Force  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Navy,  the  Bursar  drew  the  Board's  attention  to  the  fact 
that  under  their  instructions  of  October  26,  1939,  he  had  been  given 
authority  to  purchase  certain  articles  of  furniture  remaining  in  the 
premises,  as  listed  in  a statement  referred  to  in  letter  from  the  Na- 
tional Trust  Company  of  October  24,  amounting  to  $1,463.00.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  articles  thus  listed  had  since  been  removed,

In  the  recent  legislation  regarding  National 
Selective  Service,  Provincial  Governments  were  excluded.  The  Bursar 
had  interpreted  the  regulations  as  not  applying  to  the  University  in 
view  of  the  exemptions  previously  granted  by  the  Dominion  of  Canada  an.d 
United  States  Governments  in  classifying  the  University  as  an  arm  of 
the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The  Superintendent,  however, 
considered  it  necessary  for  him  to  take  advantage  of  the  regulations  in 
order  to  obtain  sufficient  staff.  After  discussing  the  matter  with  the 
Chairman  and  the  Superintendent  the  Bursar  consulted  the  University  Sol- 
icitor, who  concurred  in  the  Bursar’s  opinion  as  set  out  in  the  follow- 
ing letter: - 

"C.  E.  Higginbottom,  Esq., 

Bursar, 

University  of  Toronto, 

Toronto,  5. 

Dear  Mr.  Higginbottom: - 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I have 
considered  the  question  of  whether  the  National  Selective  Service 
Regulations  are  applicable  to  the  University. 

Regulation  2 (f)  (1)  provides  that  an  employ- 
ee within  the  meaning  of  the  regulations  shall  not  include  a person 
employed  by  His  Majesty  in  right  of  any  Province.  You  will  remember 
that  in  dealing  with  the  matter  of  the  five  per  cent  tax  on  bonds  we 
took  the  position  that  the  University  of  Toronto  is  an  emanationof 
the  Crown  and  an  arm  of  the  Government  under  complete  and  effective 
control  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  In  this  connection 
I would  refer  you  to  my  letter  to  the  Commissioner  of  Income  Tax  of 
April  13,  1940,  a copy  of  which  you  have.  The  Commissioner  accepted 
our  submissions  in  this  regard  and  ruled  that  the  University  was  not 
subject  to  tax. 

If  I am  correct  in  my  opinion  that  the  Univer- 
sity is  an  arm  of  the  Provincial  Government,  and,  as  stated  above, 
the  Commissioner  accepted  this  view,  then  I think  it  follows  that 
the  University  is  not  subject  to  the  Selective  Service  Regulations 
and  that  any  person  employed  by  it  is  employed  by  His  Majesty  in 
right  of  the  Province  of  Ontario.

160  candidates  are  to  be  enrolled  and  this  number  will  prob- 
ably be  reduced  to  150  by  examination.  The  Government  is  to  pay  the 
University  $621  for  each  student  for  a course  of  33  weeks,  commenc- 
ing October  10,  1942,  this  amount  being  divided  into  $266.25  for 
tuition,  and  $354.75  for  board,  lodging  and  recreational  privileges; 
75 % of  the  total  cost  to  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  course  and 
the  other  25%  to  be  paid  upon  its  termination. 

Officers  and  men  who  are  not  taking  the  course  but  who  are 
here  in  an  administrative  capacity  would  be  charged  only  for  room  and 
board  and  recreational  facilities  at  the  rate  of  $354.75  each. 


The  Bursar  reported  that  the  inauguration  this 
Session  of  the  pre-payment  of  fees  for  all  Colleges  and  Faculties,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  adopted  last  year,  had  proved  ex- 
tremely satisfactory.  Twelve  students  recommended  by  Professor  McAndrew 
were  employed  to  act  as  cashiers  and  marshals,  and  during  the  period  from 
September  19  to  23  inclusive  approximately  $300,000  was  collected.  The 
members  of  the  Board  who  saw  the  system  in  operation  in  Examination  Hall, 
viz:  The  Chairman,  the  President,  Mr.  Ross  and  Mr.  Morrow,  were  very  fav- 
ourably impressed,  and  thought  that  a considerable  advance  had  been  made 
in  simplifying  and  expediting  the  collection  of  fees  and  the  registration 
of  students.  The  Board  gave  instructions  that  the  Superintendent  be  re- 
quested to  set  aside  the  equipment  used  for  the  cashiers’  cages  for  simi- 
lar occasions  in  the  future.

The  President  also  presented  for  the  information 
of  the  3oard  a communication  from  Dean  Young  stating  that  in  their  under- 
taking to  give  instruction  to  all  First  Year  students  with  the  required 
qualifications  who  present  themselves  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  the  University  may  be  faced  with  diffi- 
cult problems  when  these  students  reach  the  Third  and  Fourth  Years  owing 
to  lack  of  adequate  facilities.  As  an  example  he  enclosed  a letter  from 
Professor  R.  W.  Angus,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering, 
pointing  out  that  the  First  Year  registration  in  that  department  is  50% 
above  last  year  and  100%  more  than  the  previous  year;  and  that  while  they 
consider  the  present  Freshman  class  is  not  larger  than  is  warranted  by 
the  demand  for  Mechanical  graduates,  their  present  facilities  in  the 
Third  and  Fourth  Years  are  only  suitable  to  efficient  teaching  for  about 
half  the  number  that  will  result  from  the  present  Freshman  registration. 
Professor  Angus  outlines  two  possible  ways  of  handling  the  situation: 

(1)  operating  on  a shift  plan  which  would  require  a substantial  addition 
to  the  staff;  and  (2)  an  increase  in  laboratory  equipraent  which  would 
involve  the  erection  of  new  buildings.

retary of  the  Alumni  Federation;  and  that  the  Bursar  be  permitted  to 
use  his  discretion  and  refer  back  to  the  Faculty  any  cases  where  the 
number  or  amount  of  loans  applied  for  appeared  to  be  excessive. 

2.  That  where  applications  have  been  received  for  and  loans 
made  to  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  who  are  attending  one  of  the 
Federated  Colleges,  the  fees  shall  be  deducted  by  the  University  Bur- 
sar and  transmitted  to  the  College  concerned,  on  condition  that  should 
a student  withdraw  for  any  reason  the  College  will  return  to  the  Uni- 
versity Bursar  the  amount  already  paid  on  behalf  of  the  student  for 
return  to  the  fund. 

3.  That  before  making  any  payment  to  a student  on  account 
of  a loan  the  full  year’s  fees  shall  be  deducted  therefrom  and  any 
balance  remaining  may  be  paid  direct  to  the  student. 

4.  That  in  connection  with  the  wording  of  the  forms  to  be 
used,  the  form  of  agreement  proposed  by  Mr.  Thompson  (copy  attached 
herewith)  for  use  by  First  Year  students  in  Engineering  and  Science, 
be  adopted;  and  that  the  green  form  (copy  also  attached)  which  had 
already  been  completed  by  many  students,  be  transmitted  to  Mr.  Thomp- 
son in  order  to  ascertain  if  it  meets  with  his  approval  for  all  other 
cases . 

5.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  University  and  Dean  Young  be 
added  to  your  Committee.

Dr.  Brown  of  Viotoria  College  informed  your  Committee 
that,  in  view  of  the  possibility  that  the  rights  of  the  Federated 
Universities  to  enrol  their  students  might  be  involved,  he  and  Mr. 
Jennings  had  reoeived  instructions  from  their  Board  that  they,  as 
representatives  of  Viotoria,  were  permitted  to  attend  the  meeting 
only  as  assessors  but  with  no  authority  to  vote.  Although  this  ques- 
tion was  not  specifically  raised,  yet  the  relation  of  the  University 
Board  of  Governors  to  the  Federated  Colleges  remained  as  a background 
throughout  the  discussion. 
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The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Dr,  Macdonald,  after  briefly- 
reviewing  the  matter  under  consideration,  suggested  that  the  Committee 
appoint  a Chairman,  and  upon  motion  of  Provost  Cosgrave,  seconded  by 
Hon.  Dr.  Bruce,  the  President  took  the  Chair, 

Dr.  Macdonald  read  the  letter  he  had  written  to  Colonel 
Fordham,  Commissioner  of  Refugeo  Camps,  Ottawa,  together  with  the  re- 
ply thereto,  covering  questions  raised  by  the  Board  as  to  whether  in- 
ternees were  released  without  any  stigma  and  why  they  are  directed  to 
a continuation  of  studies  rather  than  to  work  on  the  farm,  etc.  Dr, 
Maodonald!s  and  Colonel  Fordham’ s letters  follow  :- 

” Colonel  R,  S,  W,  Fordham, 

Commissioner  of  Refugee  Camps, 

Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 

Ottawa,  Ontario, 

My  dear  Colonel  Fordham: - 

I am  writing  you  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto. 

As  you  know  we  are  much  concerned  over  the 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  released  internees  should  be  accepted 
as  students  at  the  University,  The  matter  has  finally  been  referred 
to  a Committee  for  enquiry  and  report. 

At  a special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors held  yesterday  afternoon  your  correspondence  and  that  of  Mr. 
Coleman  with  the  President  were  read  to  the  Board.  As  you  know, 
there  is  a marked  division  of  public  opinion  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
accepting  suoh  students  when  our  own  young  men  are  fighting  over- 
seas and  when  there  is  such  a demand  for  labour  in  all  undertakings 
throughout  the  Dominion. 

There  were  some  questions  raised  which 
should  be  olarified  if  we  are  to  reach  a wise  decision  in  the  matter, 
and  I venture  to  ask  you  some  questions  which  if  answered  definitely 
might  result  in  clearing  away  some  of  the  smoke. 

1.  Are  these  men  released  without  any  stigma  attaching 
to  them? 

2.  Why  are  they  diverted  to  continuation  of  studies 
rather  than  to  work  on  the  farm  or  elsewhere,  as  apparently  is 
the  case  with  many  of  their  oo- internees?  In  other  words,  is 
there  any  physical  disability  or  any  reason  why  they  should  not 
be  diverted  into  a reasonable  work  occupation,  or  for  that 
matter  into  the  Armed  Forces  under  the  new  regulations? 

I am  sorry  to  have  to  trouble  you  any  fur- 
ther in  the  matter  but  it  is  really  of  first  rate  public  importance 
and  we  must  be  quite  sure  as  to  the  facts  if  we  are  to  reach  a sane 
decision.

Your  letter  of  the  20th  instant  was  re- 
ceived this  morning. 

The  following  are  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions raised  in  your  letter,  in  the  order  in  which  you  placed  them: 

1,  No  stigma  attaohes  to  these  men  and  they  are  now 
regarded  as  friendly  and  not  enemy  aliens, 

2,  The  reasons  for  this  are: 

(a)  At  present  they  are  not  permitted  to  join  the 
Armed  Forces  no  matter  how  anxious  any  of  them  may  be  to  do  so. 
This  is  the  announced  policy  of  tho  Department  of  National 
Defence, 

(b)  It  is  desirable  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
of  getting  used  to  our  customs  and  language,  and  a year  or  two 
at  the  University  serves  this  purpose,  among  others, 

(c)  A released  refugee  having  partial  technical 
qualifications  is  thought  likely  to  be  of  more  use  in  war 
industry  later,  if  fully  qualified, 

(d)  Only  relatively  few  of  the  refugees  released 
in  Canada  have  applied  to  enter  universities.  The  majority 
have  gone  into  industrial  and  farm  work.  They  are  expected  to 
be  joined  by  the  others  when  they  have  graduated, 

(e)  Not  all  released  refugees  fit  easily  into 
industrial  life  in  Canada,  by  reason  of  their  oountry  of  origin 
and  language.  A period  at  a university  helps  those  who  are 
studiously  inclined  to  overcome  these  handicaps. 

(f ) The  Government  of  the  United  Kingdom  sent  a 
representative  over  here,  early  in  1941,  who  asked  particularly 
that  such  an  educational  scheme  be  countenanced  by  the  Canadian 
authorities,  if  possible, 

I plan  to  bo  in  Toronto  in  the  forepart  of 
the  coming  week  and  should  be  glad  to  get  in  touch  with  you  in  the 
event  that  the  information  given  above  does  not  cover  fully  the 
points  you  have  in  mind.

You  may  remember  my  oalling  at  your  offices  in 
February  last  with  regard  to  the  position  of  certain  refugee  stu- 
dents who  had  been  released  from  internment. 

I am  now  informed  that  difficulties  have  arisen 
regarding  the  admission  to  the  University  of  some  recently-released 
refugees  who  had  applied  for  enrolment  in  various  departments.  It 
would  appear  that  some  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  are 
adverse  to  their  becoming  undergraduates. 

While  this  viewpoint  is  entirely  understandable  in 
this  time  of  war,  it  seems  likely  that  all  the  factors  involved  are 
not  known.  All  released  refugees  in  Canada  were  originally  the 
charges  of  the  Homo  Office  of  the  United  Kingdom.  They  were  sent  to 
Canada  in  July,  1940,  without  their  cases  having  been  examined  with 
any  care  and  these  were  ultimately  investigated  in  this  country,  in 
1941,  After  careful  enquiries  had  been  made  of  the  Home  Office  and 
at  the  three  refugee  camps  established  in  the  Province  of  Quebeo,  it 
was  found  that  many  of  the  occupants  might  safely,  and,  in  faot 
should,  be  released. 

The  Home  Office  authorities  were  always  anxious  to 
build  up  among  released  refugees  as  high  an  opinion  of  our  democra- 
tic system  as  possible.  The  thought  was  that  they  would  publish 
their  views  far  and  wide  and  aid,  to  that  extent  at  least,  in  the 
general  support  of  our  cause.  It  was  to  this  end  that  released 
refugees  were  encouraged  from  these  offioes  to  enter  Canadian  uni- 
versities, 

A few  days  ago  I returned  from  a six  weeks1  official 
visit  to  England.  While  there  I was  taken  to  see  the  Hon.  Herbert 
Morrison,  M.P.,  Home  Secretary,  at  Whitehall,  He  was  loud  in  his 
praise  of  the  way  the  interned  refugee  situation  had  been  administered 
in  Canada  and  asked  me  to  convey  his  thanks  to  our  Secretary  of  State, 

He  referred  particularly  to  the  refugees  attending  the  Universities 
and  to  the  excellence  of  this  educational  scheme.  In  the  light  of 
this,  it  would  seem  unfortunate  if  further  progress  in  this  direction 
became  impossible. 

Every  refugee  released  from  internment  has  had  his 
case  reviewed  by  three  sets  of  officials  and  thus  there  need  be  no 
doubts  on  the  question  of  integrity.  Those  whose  allegiance  is  in 
doubt  are  kept  striotly  interned  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Home 
Offioe.  No  internee  is  released  in  Canada  until  a full  report  from 
the  Home  Offioe  has  been  added  to  whatever  information  has  been 
gleaned  about  him  while  interned  in  this  country. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Board  of  Governors  may  feel 
able  to  view  the  question  more  favourably  with  this  information  at 
hand.

Your  letter  of  October  14th  was  received  yesterday 
afternoon.  I showed  it  to  the  Under  Secretary  of  State  and  he  pro- 
poses writing  to  you  on  one  or  more  of  the  points  you  mention* 

The  following  are  the  answers  to  the  questions 
raised  in  the  third  paragraph  of  your  letter,  in  the  some  order  as 
they  appear  theroj 

(1)  No  written  terms  of  release  are  issued  to  students 
about  to  be  released,  strange  as  it  may  seem.  All  interned  refu- 
gees are  fully  familiar  with  the  conditions  attaching  to  release, 
as  they  hear  about  them  many  times  at  the  camps.  Furthermore,  the 
Camp  Commandants  instruct  them  periodically  and  each  refugee  about 
to  be  released  has  a twenty-minute  interview  with  an  immigration 
officer  a few  days  before  his  release  is  effected.  During  it  a 
refugee  is  told  where  he  is  to  go,  when  and  where  he  must  report 
each  month  and  that  he  is  being  granted  temporary  admission  to 
Canada  only.  He  is  also  given  printed  departmental  forms  for  his 
guidance.  These  consist  of  a Certificate  of  Parole,  Temporary 
Imaigration  Permit  and  a National  Registration  Certificate.  The 
first-mentioned  form  contains  a brief  description  of  its  holder 
and  has  to  be  exhibited  to  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  each 
month.  It  is  made  clear  to  the  refugee  that  any  failure  on  his 
part  to  comply  with  the  procedure  outlined  to  him  may  result  in 
his  being  re-interned  at  the  writer1  s direction.  This  has  happened 
in  several  instances,  but  not  in  the  oase  of  any  student.  The 
encouragement  to  enter  Canadian  universities,  mentioned  in  my 
earlier  letter,  is  given  purely  by  word  of  mouth0 

(2)  The  Home  Office  authorities  consider  that  a 
refugee  capable  of  completing  technical  training  at  a university 
might  better  do  so  and  thus  become  of  more  value  when  ready  for 
employment  in  war  industry.  In  the  meantime  he  has  an  opportunity 
to  beoome  used  to  our  ways.  He  also  begins  to  speak  English  more 
and  German  less.  Those  students  taking  Arts  ooursos  are  believed 
to  become  bettor  fitted  for  life  in  Canada  by  doing  so.  All  are 
expected  to  do  war  work  during  vacations  and  as  soon  as  they*  have 
graduatedc 

The  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State  has 
never  objected  to  released  refugees  being  permitted  to  join  the 
Armed  Forces,  but  has  encouraged  such  action.  The  Department  of 
National  Defence,,  however,  has  felt  unable  to  acoept  them  by 
reason  of  the  practice  followed  in  England.  There,  they  are 
aocepted  in  the  Auxiliary  Military  Pioneer  Corps  only.  After  a 
probationary  period  of  some  months,  transfers  to  the  Royal  Army 
Ordnance  Corps  or  other  technical  branches  of  the  Service  may  be 
sanctioned.  There  is  no  Pioneer  Corps  in  Canada  and  because  of 
this  released  refugees  are  not  permitted  to  enlist  in  Canadian, 
units  at  the  present  time.  This  puts  them  in  an  awkward  position, 
but  there  is  nothing  that  they  can  do  about  the  matter.  Many  have 
tried  repeatedly  to  join  the  Canadian  Army,  but  without  success, 
beoause  of  the  foregoing. 

A principal  difficulty  in  this  regard  is  that 
German- speaking  recruits  in  a Canadian  unit  speedily  become  objects 
of  suspicion  among  their  comrades  and  strife  results.  In  unguarded 
moments  they  are  apt  to  use  the  Gorman  language  and  are  overheard. 
Trouble  usually  starts  at  once  and  eventually  the  refugee  recruit 
has  to  be  transferred  to  another  unit,  where  the  same  situation  may 
only  arise  again. 
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Tho  idea  of  allox^ing  roloascd  rofugeos  to  do 
academic  work  originated  entirely  with  the  Home  Office  authorities, 
early  in  1941,  The  Department’s  part  in  the  matter  has  been  solely 
to  aid  in  giving  effoct  to  the  plan.  As  they  are  presently  not 
allowed  to  onlist  for  military  servico,  an  educational  course  was 
deemed  preferable  to  keeping  young  men  in  the  camps.  They  are  meant 
to  be  available  for  war  work  whenever  their  courses  are  finished. 

Refugees  released  from  camps  under  my  jurisdiction 
are  known  to  be  at  the  following  other  universities:  McGill  Univer- 

sity, Queon’s  University;  Acadia,  McMaster,  Dalhousie,  Montreal 
and  Ottawa  Universities.  In  the  west  they  can  bo  found  at  the  Uni- 
versities of  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan, 

As  regards  the  contention  of  Dr.  Maass,  my  view 
was  that  as  there  were  so  fow  students  concerned  it  was  hardly  worth 
the  trouble  involved  in  making  an  issue  out  of  tho  matter  and  I 
concluded  to  drop  it  after  discussing  it  with  the  then  Mas ter- General 
of  the  Ordnance*  My  thought  was  that  such  students  could  take  other 
useful  courses  instead.  I considered  then,  and  still  do.,  that  Dr. 
Maass  had  judged  tho  situation  incorrectly,, 

In  tho  event  of  any  further  information  being 
desired  in  this  connection,  I should  appreciate  hearing  from  you 
again.

Colonol  Fordham,  the  Commissioner  of  Refugee  Camps, 
has  spoken  to  mo  concerning  his  correspondonco  with  you  relating  to 
certain  young  non  roieasod  fron  tho  Camps  who  havo  applied  for  admis- 
sion as  studonts  of  tho  University*  I have  read  Colonel  Fordham' s 
letter  to  you  of  the  ?Oth  September,  and,  therefore,  I do  not  think  it 
nooossary  to  roitorato  his  statement  concerning  tho  ciroumstances 
under  which  those  refugoos  were  interned  and  the  enquiries  made  before 
release  is  authorized  in  any  caso„ 

Doaling  with  some  of  the  points  raised  in  your  letter 
to  Colonel  Fordham  of  the  14th.,  I think  I nay  say  this: 

Tho  National  War  Services  Regulations  were  amended  on 
the  16th  September  to  provide  that  aliens  resident  in  Canada,  as  well 
as  British  subjects,  should  bo  liable  to  military  service.  A consider- 
able number  of  tho  rofugeos  of  suitable  age  have  from  time  to  time 
asked  permission  to  enlist  in  tho  aotive  Army.  The  Department  of 
National  Defonco  could  not  soo  its  way  clear  to  accept  them,  although 
there  havo  boen  one  or  two  casos  where  men  with  particular  qualifica- 
tions havo  boon  pormittod  to  onlist.  I fancy  one  of  the  difficulties 
which  has  prosontod  itsolf  to  tho  military  authorities  is  the  diffi- 
culty of  having  tho  non  accepted  on  their  morits  as  members  of  Aotive 
Units.  Inevitably,  owing  to  tho  circumstance  that  they  have  been 
first  in  an  Internment  Camp  and  then  in  a Refugee  Camp,  there  nay  be 
some  misgiving  as  to  whother  they  should  bo  entrusted  with  military 
secrets  of  groat  significance 0 All  the  Home  Office  in  England  and 
this  Department  can  say  is  that  we  have  boon  satisfied,  after  most 
oaroful  study,  that  the  mon  released  have  no  tinge  of  enemy  sympathies. 
Obviously,  however,  no  authority  could  give  an  iron-olad  guarantee 
that  its  judgment  on  this  point  is  infallibloe 
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I judge  by  your  letter  that  you  have  not  been 
aware  of  the  very  largo  number  of  men  released  for  purposes  other 
than  study ? I om  attaching  to  this  letter*  therefore*  a list  of 
tho  releases  and  tho  purposes  for  which  the  men  have  been  released. 

I may  say  that  whon  Mr.  Patterson,  tho  represen- 
tative of  tho  Homo  Office,  was  in  Canada*  from  November,  1940,  to 
July,  1941,  one  of  tho  things  which  greatly  exercisod  him  was  tho 
fact  that  many  promising  boys  and  young  men  had  no  opportunity  of 
continuing  their  studies  which  had  boon  interrupted  by  the  measures 
taken  in  the  Spring  of  1940, 

I on  asking  Colonel  Fordhnm  to  inform  you  concerning 
the  situation  in  other  Universities.  My  understanding  is  that  students 
are  being  admitted  olsewhore. 

As  I have  said,  however,  these  men  are  in  no  way 
exempted  from  the  liability  for  military  service*  since  tho  amendment 
to  the  Regulations  approved  on  the  16th  September  and  published  in 
the  Canada  Gazetto  of  October  8th0 

If  there  is  any  further  information  whioh  you  think 
wo  should  supply,  I shall  be  vory  pleased  if  you  will  let  me  know.

In  connection  with  scholarship  awards  for  the 

accelerated  courses  in  Dentistry,  the  Bursar  presented  a letter  from

In  connection  with  the  request  from  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks,  Toronto,  that  the  University  replace  a fence  which  had 
been  removed  from  property  on  Universit3r  Avenue , Dr • Gibson  presented  a 
letter  addressed  to  him  bjr  the  University  Solicitor  giving  the  result 
of  his  investigation  into  this  particular  case  and  explaining  in  detail 
the  University’s  position  in  connection  with  the  granting  of  frontage 
licenses.  After  a discussion  of  this  matter  the  Board  approved  of  the 
Solicitor’s  suggestion  that  a search  be  made  covering  the  whole  situa- 
tion, and  Dr.  Gibson  was  authorized  to  consult  Mr.  Cassels  and  take 
whatever  action  was  deemed  necessary. 


The  Bursar  presented  a letter  from  the  Royal

College  Street  which  has  been  pending  since  1938,  and  at  Dr.  Gibson’s 
suggestion  the  Board  instructed  the  Bursar  to  advise  the  Institute  that 
the  University  would  allow  them  to  continue  as  tenants  at  will  on  the 
understanding  that  the  University  would  give  due  notice  if  it  were  found 
necessary  to  ask  the  Institute  to  move.

Following  the  decision  of  the  Board  on  September  24,  1942, 
that  the  University,  being  an  arm  of  the  Government,  was  exempt  from 
the  regulations  of  the  National  Selective  Service  Board,  some  difficul- 
ties were  encountered  in  dealing  with  the  employment  of  certain  persons. 
The  Board  felt  therefore  that  this  matter  should  be  re-opened  for  con- 
sideration, and  at  their  meeting  held  on  October  8th  appointed,  your 
Committee,  which  begs  to  report  as  follows :-

In  accordance  with  notice  given  at  the  previous  meeting  Mr. 
Neilly  read  the  following  memorandum  embodying  his  motion  that  a 
Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  study  ways  and  means  of  expediting 
and  improving  the  methods  of  procedure  of  the  Board  of  Governors :- 

"For  ten  jrears  I have  been  in  regular  attendance  at  the 
meetings  of  this  Board,  and  during  that  period  I have  made  an 
honest  effort  to  familiarize  myself  with  the  business  and  purpose 
of  this  University.  During  the  past  few  months,  and  for  various 
reasons,  I have  tried  to  determine  and  assess  the  progress  made, 
and  the  results  are  a bit  disappointing. 

In  short,  I have  definitely  reached  the  conclusion  that 
our  present  method  of  doing  business  is  antiquated  and  wholly  in- 
adequate. We  spend  too  much  time  and  we  do  far  too  little.

The  basis  for  this  assertion  may  be  briefly  defined  and 
justified  by  saying  that  twice  a month,  for  ten  months  in  the  year, 
the  President  must  occupy  the  time  of  this  Board  for  thirty  to  six- 
ty minutes  in  discussing  petty  detailed  operations  of  little  or  no 
interest  to  the  Governors,  in  order  that  these  transfers  and  auth- 
orizations may  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  This 
method  of  procedure  was  probably  inaugurated  to  meet  the  conditions 
of  a small  university,  and  it  long  ago  outgrew  its  usefulness.  It 
is  an  antiquated  method.  When  I assert  that  our  present  methods 
are  inadequate,  it  is  because,  after  ten  years’  effort,  I have  no 
reasonable  and  proper  knowledge  of  the  business  of  this  corporation. 
I will  go  further  and  assert  that  if  present  methods  are  retained, 
another  ten  years’  experience  will  leave  me  in  much  the  same  posi- 
tion. 

In  trying  to  determine  the  reason  for  the  Board’s  state 
of  darkness  - because  I am  assuming  other  members  have  experienced 
the  same  reaction  - I have  finally  attributed  it  to  the  long  exper- 
ience and  the  wide  knowledge  of  University  matters  possessed  by  the 
Chairman  and  the  President,  and  perhaps  to  an  equal  extent  it  is 
due  to  their  personal  popularity  and  charm  of  manner. 

They  know  the  answers  and  take  it  for  granted  that  we 
either  do  know  or  should  know  them. 

During  the  course  of  a year  there  is  presented,  or  there 
should  be  presented,  some  seven  or  more  reports,  such  as  - 
Toronto  Conservatory  of  Music 
University  of  Toronto  Athletic  Association 
University  Press 
Hart  House 

Connaught  Laboratories 
Insulin  Committee 
Students'  Council 


These  reports  are  often,  if  not  generally,  submitted  near 
the  conclusion  of  the  meeting.  Everybody  is  anxious  to  conclude.  In 
most  cases  a brief  synopsis  is  given  by  some  member  of  the  Committee 
or  by  the  Bursar,  and  with  a wave  of  the  hand  we  accept  and  approve 
the  reports  and  consign  them  to  the  Archives. 

If  I for  example,  desire  to  know  something  concerning  the 
purpose  and  record  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  this  was  my  chance, 
and  it  was  the  only  opportunity  open  to  me  for  a whole  year. 

Now  I don’t  want  some  member  to  suggest  that  my  desire  for 
knowledge  concerning  the  Conservatory  of  Music  can  best  be  satisfied 
by  appointing  me  to  that  Board.  That  is  not  my  point.  Whether  we 
are  members  of  these  various  Committees  or  not,  it  is  the  duty,  and 
therefore  it  should  be  the  privilege,  of  every  member  of  this  Board 
to  familiarize  himself  with  the  work  of  this  University,  and  to  do 
less  is  to  confess  inability  or  indifference. 

Excluding  the  Chairman  and  the  President,  I think  it  would 
be  safe  to  assert  that  not  one  member  of  this  Board  would  care  to  de- 
clare that  he  has  a working,  practical  knowledge  of 

seven  reports  previously  referenced.  If  I made  it  three  instead  of

If  this  situation  is  as  described,  what  does  it  mean?  It 
means  lust  this,  that  where  matters  of  University  policy  are  involved 
we  are  almost  altogether  dependent  upon  the  knowledge  and  good  judg- 
ment of  the  Chairman  and  the  President.  . 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  I suppose  I need  hardly  r®111^ 
there  have  beeA  times  when  I disagreed  with  both  you  and  the  President, 
but  in  all  sincerity  I can  say  that  I hope  you  and  the  President  may 
lonp  be  spared  to  occupy  and  grace  the  positions  you  now  occupy.  . 

1 g P However,  prudent  Directors  must  provide  for  contingencies. 

What  would  be  our  position,  Mr.  Chairman,  if  an  unfortun- 
nte  accident  were  to  suddenly  deprive  this  Board  and  University  of 

that  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  temporarily  takes  over  the  dut- 
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ies  of  that  office.  Cogitating  on  this  situation  the  other  night, 
the  thought  suddenly  struck  me  as  to  what  our  position  would  be  if 
between  the  time  of  the  accident  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  present  Dean  should  have  reached  the  age  of  seventy  years. 

In  this  connection  it  is  comforting  to  remember  that  most 
of  the  things  we  worry  about  do  not  happen,  so  let  us  consider  fur- 
ther the  subject  matter  of  my  proposed  resolution,  namely  - this 
Board’s  present  method  of  doing  business. 

After  much  effort  we  have  reduced  the  time  necessary  for 
reading  the  minutes  to  a minimum. 

However,  in  spite  of  his  best  effort,  the  President  at 
our  last  meeting  required  50  minutes  to  acquaint  us  with  the  de- 
tails of  minor  appointments,  certain  transfers  within  the  budget, 
and  two  or  three  matters  of  general  interest.  The  only  reason 
for  his  bringing  such  minor  and  routine  matters  to  our  attention 
is  to  have  them  formally  approved  and  incorporated  in  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting.  By  the  time  this  chore  is  completed  he,  must  often 
refrain  from  introducing  other  and  perhaps  more  important  matters 
lest  the  meeting  be  unduly  prolonged.  Last  meeting  a start  was  made 
to  improve  this  practice  but  in  my  opinion  it  still  involves  a very 
considerable  and  unnecessary  waste  of  time. 

Sometimes,  before  calling  upon  the  Bursar  for  his  contri- 
bution to  the  day’s  business,  the  Chairman,  often  with  an  apologetic 
air,  will  advise/  the  Board  with  respect  to  some  matter  of  general 
interest.  Of  necessity  the  reference  is  brief  and  hurried  and  at 
times  I have,  I think,  detected  a feeling  on  his  part  that  lack  of 
time  prevented -a  full,  adequate  and  complete  report. 

The  Bursar’s  portfolio  is  always  crowded.  I am  not  sure 
as  to  the  order  of  his  presentation,  but  let  us  consider  some  of  the 
more  important  items. 

In  my  opinion  his  first  duty  should  be  to  table  once  each 
month  a Balance  Sheet  and  a statement  showing  income  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  previous  month.  It  is  not  enough  to  report  a long 
series  of  figures.  Such  statements  in  brief  form  should  be  placed 
before  each  Governor  for  perusal,  and  it  should  be  so  planned  that 
it  will  show  at  a glance  whether  or  not  we  are  living  within  our 
budget. 

A long  time  ago  I asked  for  a Balance  Sheet  and  the  best 
I could  get  was  one  printed  by  the  Government  and  about  two  years 
old.  Now,  Mr.  Chairman,  an  antique  Balance  Sheet  has  only  histor- 
ical interest.  It  didn’t  begin  to  satisfy  ray  desires,  and  if  mem- 
ory serves  me  correctly,  it  was  a very  incomplete  and  unsatisfact- 
ory statement. 

How  could  a great  University,  that  advertises  a course  in 
Commerce  and  Finance,  countenance  such  a financial  report?  This 
opinion  is  not  to  be  construed  as  being  critical  of  the  work  of  the 
Chairman,  the  Bursar,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  but 
it  is  intended  to  reflect  upon  the  earnest  judgment  of  every  member 
of  this  Board. 

When  this  request  is  under  consideration  we  will  be  told 
that  because  of  extraordinary  conditions  the  type  of  statement  des- 
cribed just  cannot  be  produced.  You  should  have  heard  the  Staff 
at  Connaught  Laboratories  talk  when  we  told  them  we  wanted  depend- 
able unit  costs,  and  a mont hly  Earnings  Statement  and  Balance 
Sheet.  It  took  a few  months  but  we  got  it  and  the  Director  and 
his  Staff  are  now  enthusiastically  behind  the  practice. 

Surely  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Governor  to  ascertain  and 
know  within  practical  limits  the  financial  position  of  this  Univer- 
sity at  all  times. 

Later,  the  Bursar  presents  certain  Statutes  of  Senate, 
calling  or  describing  them  merely  by  number.  Frequently  they  have 
been  approved  bjr  this  Board  without  the  slightest  knowledge  of 
what  they  contain.  I have  often  wondered  why  Senate  has  not  some- 
time put  in  a joker  giving  them,  for  example,  full  authority  over 
all  salary  adjustments.  We  would  probably  approve  it. 

My  feeling  is  that  these  Statutes  should  be  presented  by 
and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  President.

Donations,  big  and  little,  are  reported  and  formally  ac- 
cepted with  little  or  no  comment.  I have  often  wondered  what  would 
be  the  mental  reaction  of  the  donor  if  he  were  in  a position  to  wit- 
ness our  ordinary  and  usual  reception.  More  publicity,  and  especi- 
ally more  publicity  as  to  what  these  donations  have  enabled  this 
University  to  do,  would  undoubtedly  help. 

Now  these  comments  will  have  indicated  in  brief  form  some 
of  the  reasons  why  I consider  our  present  method  of  doing  business 
both  antiquated  and  unsatisfactory. 

After  ten  years*  experience  as  a Governor  of  this  Univer- 
sity, I am  still  very  poorly  informed  regarding  the  various  activi- 
ties of  this  Corporation.  I am  either  very  stupid  or  our  methods 
are  poor. 

If  stupidity  is  not  the  reason,  the  sooner  we  modernize 
our  procedure  the  better. 

I believe  a plan  may  be  worked  out  and  applied  within  the 
period  of  a few  months  whereby  the  business  presently  being  tran- 
sacted can  be  accomplished  in  about  one  half  the  time  now  consumed. 
If  this  can  be  accomplished,  it  will  leave  us  with  one  meeting  per 
month  available  for  the  consideration  of  Committee  reports  and  the 
discussion  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  general  policy  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 

To  this  end  I now  Move  that  a Committee,  composed  of 
Messrs.  Morrow,  Ross  and  Osier,  be  appointed  to  study  ways  and  means 
of  expediting  and  improving  our  methods  of  procedure,  and  that  such 
Committee  be  requested  to  report  the  results  of  their  study  and  de- 
liberation to  this  Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting.

The  letter  stated  that  it  was  the  Company’s  policy  at  the  pre- 
sent time  not  to  renew  these  Receipts  upon  maturity  and  suggesting  de- 
bentures of  the  Canada  Permanent  Mortgage  Corporation  for  re-invest- 
ment.

From  the  Registrar  transmitting  for  the  approval  of  the  Board 
the  following  recommendations  of  the  Council  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine 
with  regard  to  the  admission  of  students  in  the  First  Year  in  that 
Faculty: - 

"If  medically  unfit:  ; 

The  following  letter  from  the  Director  of  the  University  Health 
Service,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  was 
considered : - 

TThe  Health  Service  now  provides  for  an  annual  physical 
examination  of  all  students  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  Since  this 
examination  has  been  in  force,  it  has  been  observed  that  there  are 
small  numbers  of  students  in  each  year  who  in  our  opinion  are  un- 
fitted for  the  career  of  medicine  because  of  physical  or  other  de- 
fects. In  view  of  the  very  necessary  limitation  of  enrolment  in 
Medicine,  it  would  seem  advisable  that  these  misfits  be  eliminated 
in  the  Selection  Board.

It  is  suggested  therefore  that  students  recommended  for 
enrolment  in  Medicine  be  given  provisional  admission  only  to  the 
first  year  of  the  course;  that  where  possible  they  be  examined  by 
the  Health  Service  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  fall  terra,  and  that 
the  results  of  this  examination  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the 
Selection  Board  before  final  admission  is  granted. 

The  Health  Service  is  prepared  to  commence  such  examina- 
tions in  1943  on  September  15th.  It  would  thus  be  possible  to  com- 
plete the  examinations  in  the  two  weeks  before  the  term  opens.’ 

The  Faculty  therefore  begs  to  recommend  to  the  Senate  and  to 
the  Board  of  Governors  that  the  following  additions  to  the  instruc- 
tions to  the  Committee  on  Admissions  be  enforced  in  the  future :- 

(a)  That  the  Committee  on  Admissions  be  authorized  to  grant  Pro- 
visional Registration  to  students  of  the  First  Year; 

(b)  That  immediately  after  September  1st  (the  last  date  for  filing 
applications)  the  Committee  on  Admissions  grant  Provisional  Regis- 
tration to  150  selected  candidates; 

(c)  That  such  selected  candidates  be  notified  at  once  that  their 
Provisional  Registration  has  been  granted  on  condition  that  they 
agree  to  withdraw  should  their  medical  examination  or  other  study 
of  their  fitness  for  the  course  in  Medicine  lead  the  Committee  to 
decide  not  to  accept  them; 

(d)  The  notice  to  the  candidate  of  his  being  given  Provisional 
Registration  will  state  that  he  is  required  to  present  himself  to 
the  Universit3r  Health  Service  for  examination  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session.  If,  for  good  reason,  he  is  unable  to  do  so,  he 
will  be  required  to  submit  himself  for  examination  during  the  first 
week  of  the  Session; 

(e)  That  any  candidate  may  be  required  to  present  himself  for  a 
personal  interview  to  a member  or  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Admissions ; 

(f)  That  all  students  having  Provisional  Registration  will  be  re- 
quired to  submit  to  a medical  aptitude  test  before  the  end  of  the 
first  week  of  the  Session; 

(g)  That  when  the  results  of  the  medical  examination  and  aptitude 
test  are  available  (about  the  beginning  of  the  third  week  of  the 
Session),  all  the  data  on  the  prospective  candidates  will  be  re- 
viewed by  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  final  registration  of 
such  students  as  are  accepted  authorized.  Students  not  accepted 
will  be  so  notified. 

Education  of  demobilized  men  and  women: 

The  Faculty  was  informed  that  consideration  was  being  given  in 
the  Federal  Rehabilitation  Programme  to  the  probable  professional 
opportunities  in  Ontario  after  the  war  and  the  provision  that  might 
be  made  by  the  Universities  for  the  further  training  and  education 
of  demobilized  men  and  women.  . 

The  Faculty  begs  to  recommend  that  the  following  criterion  be 
applied  in  addition  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions: 

’That  candidates  applying  for  admission  to  the  course, 
in  Medicine  who  have  served  with  the  Armed  Forces  be  given  special 
consideration. ’

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  limitation  of  students  in  the 
First  Year  to  not  more  than  150  was  for  1942-43  only,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  this  be  adopted  for  future  years.” 


Approval  was  given  to  the  above  recommendations  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  last  paragraph  regarding  Limitation  of  Students.  In  this 
connection  the  Board  ordered  that,  instead  of  the  maximum  of  150  stud- 
ents being  adopted  for  future  years,  the  said  limitation  be  continued 
until  such  time  as  the  Governors  rule  otherwise.

’’Should  any  question  arise  that  would  seem,  to  any  of  the 
constituent  parties  hereinafter  named,  to  prejudice  the  harmon- 
ious relationship  existing  between  the  various  constituent 
units  of  the  University,  it  shall  be  the  right  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  the  Senate  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  the  Council  of  University  College,  the 
governing  bodies  of  Trinity,  St.  Michael’s  or  Victoria  Colleges, 
or  any  one  of  such  governing  bodies,  to  refer  such  question  to 
the  Committee  on  Internal  Relations  for  consideration  and  report. 

The  Internal  Relations  Committee,  upon  receipt  of  such 
request,  shall  formally  notify  the  Board  of  Governors,  enclos- 
ing a copy  of  the  reference,  and  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting 
of  the  Governors,  a time  and  place  shall  be  set  for  the  receipt 
and  consideration  of  the  Committee’s  report.” 


This  resolution  cancels  the  one  moved  by  Mr.  Neilly  and  ap- 
proved at  the  meeting  of  February  11th,  and  Mr.  Ross  stated  that  in 
interviews  with  the  Heads  of  Trinity,  St.  Michael’s  and  Victoria 
Colleges  they  had  approved  of  this  change.

From  the  Registrar  transmitting  Statute  of  Senate  No.  1565  re- 
specting Courses  of  Study  in  the  School  of  Law  for  the  Session  1943-44, 
and  this  Statute  was  approved. 


From  the  Superintendent  transmitting  form  of  lease  from  the  Uni- 
versity to  the  Department  of  National  Defence  for  the  renting  of  No.  78 
Queen's  Park  for  the  Women’s  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Service.  The  Bursar 
drew  attention  to  the  following  changes  made  by  the  Government  in  the 
original  proposal,  but  after  discussing  the  matter  approval  was  given, 
for  the  execution  of  the  lease  on  behalf  of  the  Board: - 

1.  The  lease  is  made  on  a monthly  basis,  not  to  run  more 
than  six  months  after  the  duration,  whereas  the  University  proposed 
a lease  for  the  duration  and  six  months  thereafter. 

2.  The  lease  is  dated  January  16th,  the  date  on  which  the 
WREN  S.  moved  in,  whereas  the  University  requested  that  the  date 
be  December  10th,  at  which  time  the  keys  were  handed  over. 

3.  No  provision  is  made  for  requiring  the  tenant  to  re- 
store the  buildings  and  grounds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owner. 


From  Professor  C.  N.  Best  in  connection  with  the  creation  of  an 
Institute  of  Physiology  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee appointed  in  1940  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  an 
Institute  of  Physiology  at  the  University.  Professor  Best  in  his  letter

Department  of  Physiology,  and  stated  the  need  for  new  quarters  for 
Physiology,  preferabljr  adjoining  the  Banting  Institute.  This  matter 
was  referred  to  the  above-mentioned  Committee  for  consideration. 

From  Miss  A.  B.  Francis  stating  that  one  of  the  members  of  the 
Caroline  Macdonald  Scholarship  Committee  had  requested  that  condition 
No.  1 in  the  terms  of  award  of  the  scholarship  recently  donated  by  them 
be  changed  to  read  as  follows,  to  which  approval  was  given: - 

"That  the  bursary  be  awarded  annually  to  a student  in  the 
School  of  Social  Work  proceeding  to  the  work  of  the  second  year 
in  that  course.” 


In  connection  with  the  offer  of  the  Dental  Stud 
ents*  Parliament  to  establish  a scholarship  at  the  University,  the  Pre- 
sident presented  a letter  from  Dean  Mason  transmitting  the  following 
minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Facul- 
ty of  Dentistry: - 

”RE  STUDENTS 1 PARLIAMENT  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

The  President  of  the  Students’  Parliament  asked  permission 
of  the  Faculty  Council  to  change  the  Constitution  of  Students’ 
Parliament  in  order  that  a portion  of  the  funds  now  regularly 
allotted  to  the  Injury  Fund  may  be  diverted  to  the  establishment 
of  a Students’  Parliament  Scholarship  Fund,  on  the  following 
terms: 

1.  The  amount  so  allotted  shall  be  divided  equally  between 
each  of  the  Classes  in  the  Five-Year  Course. 

2.  Awards  shall  be  made  on  the  same  terms  as  those  now 
governing  the  Wallace  Seccombe  Prize  for  General  Proficiency. 

3.  In  the  Fifth  Year  the  Students’  Parliament  Scholarship 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  student  who  obtains  second  place  in  com- 
petition for  the  Wallace  Seccombe  Prize  for  General  Proficiency. 

4.  The  amount  to  be  allocated  from  the  Students’  Parlia- 
ment Fee  shall  be  approximately  fifty  cents,  and  must  not  exceed 
one  dollar  per  student.  The  portion  of  the  one  dollar  assess- 
ment remaining  after  the  disbursement  of  the  amount  to  be  set 
aside  for  the  Scholarship  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  the  Injury 
Fund. 

The  Cabinet  of  the  Students'  Parliament,  at  the  end  of  each 
academic  year,  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty  Executive  and  the 
Auditor,  shall  determine  the  amount  to  be  assigned  the  Scholarship 
Fund;  which  decision  will  be  conditioned  upon  the  number  of 
claims  made  for  injuries  and  the  amount  already  credited  to  the 
Injury  Fund. 

The  Students’  Parliament  conveys  to  the  Faculty  Council  a 
desire  to  have  this  new  award  made  available  for  the  1942-43 
Classes. 

There  is  the  further  intimation  that  the  Constitution  of 
the  Students’  Parliament  is  presently  being  amended  in  order  that, 
instead  of  allocating  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  student  to  the 
Injury  Fund,  as  formerly  was  the  case,  approximately  half  this 
amount  will  be  so  designated. 

A motion  for  acceptance  of  this  Scholarship  was  approved 
and  recommended  for  transmission  to  the  Faculty  Council."
